The report was, on motion, accepted, and the Committee con- 
tinued. 

Brother and Sister Coulter, Cal., Sister Jones, Iowa, Brothers 
Hall, W. Va., and Williams, N. C, were then introduced and 
obligated in the Sixth Degree. 

On motion of Bro. Brigham, O., it was 

Besolved^ That the Worthy Master now suspend work in the 
Sixth Degree, and immediately open in the Fourth Degree, so 
that members of that degree may be admitted to the sessions of 
the Grange. 

The Grange was then closed in the Sixth Degree, and opened 
in the Fourth, and a large number of visiting Patrons were ad- 
mitted. 

The Worthy Master introduced to the Grange Bro. William 
Saunders, one of the Founders of the Order, who. in the follow- 
ing words, bade the National Grange welcome : 

Worthy Master and Members of the Jfaiional Orange : 

The agreeable duty has devolved upon me» as one of the early 
promoters of the Order of the Patrons of Husbandry, to again 
welcome you to this city. In behalf of those who, sixteen years 
ago, had just about finished their arduous labors in formulating 
the conception of this organization into what they were fain to 
consider a practical working scheme, and were struggling be- 
tween alternating emotions of hope and fear with regard to its 
successful introduction and presentment to those representing . 
the agricultural interests of the nation, and their probable ac- 
ceptance of the somewhat novel system of association embraced 
in the scheme, I have, in behalf of those earnest and sincere ' 
workers, the pleasure of extending to you a cordial welcome to 
the city where this organization was formed, and where its in- 
fantile trials, and more prosperous youthful days, were passed. 
Although we are no longer permitted to co-operate directly 
with you in the duties of promoting and fostering the applica- 
tion of the principles which form the foundation of successful 
results, we are none the less sincere in our wishes for the con- 
tinued welfare of the Order, none the less watchful of its pro- 
gress, and none the less sensitive in regard to its fair reputation 
and unsullied name. 
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We, are specially interested in snch of its workin/ii^s as pertain 
to the elucidation of the axiom in the preamble to the Constitu- 
iion of the Order, which says that '* Individual happiness depends 
upon general prosperity.'* A sermon preached from this text 
might be divided into many heads. It is based upon the propo- 
sition that no person can be perfectly happy unless all his sur- 
roundings ha monize with conditions essentially necessary to 
promote and maintain that state of feeling. In other words, it 
recognizes that a man may possess the highest education, unlim- 
ited wealth, the highest degree, of bodily health, and may have 
the keenest appreciation of social comforts, and yet all of these 
qualifications would not enable him to feel perfectly happy 
among a horde of cannibals, or savage barbarians. This is per- 
haps the impossible extreme of the proposition ; but what is 
more to the purpose, we deduce from it that our efforts should 
be directed to the removal of all impediments that interfere with 
a high order of civilization, and this in turn leads to the conside- 
ration of almost every phase of social existence in the human 
family. And this I have always supposed, is one of the branch- 
es of *• education," which the Grange proposes to encourage. 

The National Grange has, for some years, been strongly urg- 
ing co-operation in trading among the members of the Order, 
and, if I am rightly informed, there are a great many co-opera- 
tive stores in successful operation. That members of a disci- 
plined organization would, of all others, be most likely to suc- 
ceed in undertakings of this kind, might reasonably be expected, 
and we may be allowed to hope that they will increase in num 
bers in proportion as their benefits are extended, and the princi- 
ples which are involved in their management become thoroughly 
understood, for it is admitted that, if the government of these 
stores, as enunciated by the National Grange, is faithfully 
executed, success will be secured. 

If the principles so well adapted to co-operative trading could 
be rendered available for co-operative production, they would, if 
acted upon, prove of inestimable value to mankind. The war- 
fare which seems to be constantly increasing between employers 
and employees, and which so frequently culminates in strikes by 
workmen, is, in every way to be deplored. This may seem to 
be a matter in which the farmer has but little interest, which is, 
perhaps, true, so far as co-operation in his business is concerned, 
but he has a very direct interest in it so far as he is a producer 
of commodities for the market, fof whatever lessens the purchas- 
ing power V)f the wage worker, lessens the demand for such 
things as he is in the habit of purchasing. It is an oft-repeated 
axiom, that *'the prosperity of a country depends greatly upon the 
ability of its inhabitants to purchase all necessaries which they 
may desire." Go-operation in production has been long looked 
upon as a remedy for these evils, whether, rightly or wrongly I 
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do not pretend to determine, but I feel satisfied that anyj>hing 
which will tend towards an equitable distribution of the profits 
of labor, would increase the general prosperity of the country. 

I am aware of the sensitiveness of the members of the Order, 
with regard to entering upon questions seemingly of political 
significance, but there is no possible reason for ignoring questions 
of purely political economy. And in this connection I would 
say that it cannot but be a source of gratification to the member- 
ship of the Order, as well as to all who feel interested in its sue 
cess, that it has so efiictually maintained its integrity with regard 
to the strictly partisan political questions of the times. In this 
respect it has greatly disappointed those prophets who foretold 
the early dissolution of the Order which was to follow the politi- 
cal wranglings in which, in their opinion, it was sure to engage. 
But the Order has bravely withstood all enticements to enter 
into what is called the ^' political arena,** and for this it deserves 
the highest praise. 

In my opinion there is no factor in its entire history, nothing 
in all the sayings and doings of the Order, that stands out so 
prominently as this undeniable fact, that it has firmly adhered 
to, and religiously followed its Declaration of Purposes, as pro- 
mulgated at the seventh session of the National Grange, and I 
know of no higher praise than the mere recital of this fact. 

I will not lonarer detain you from your more important duties. 
Trusting that your deliberations will be entirely satisfactory to 
yourselves, and that your brief stay here will always be a pleas- 
ant remembrance, I again bid you Welcome. 

Bro. B. G. Harrison, Ala., repled to the remarks of Bro. 
Saunders as follows : 

The welcome extended to the National Granfije in the Capital 
city of the United States, is very gratifying to the delegates now 
assembled, and will be responded to by the immense body of the 
people we represent with the liveliest satisfaction. 

This is a national body in which the representatives of every 
State meet in harmony, and without any Sectionalism, or other 
rivalry, tct divert them from their one great purpose. Nothing 
that concerns the material support, comfort, and prosperity of 
the human family, is broader or more comprehensive than the 
leading object of this body, which is to increase and improve the 
supply of food and raiment for mankind. 

We feel that we have a theatre of agricultural operations, with- 
in the boundaries of the United States, that is the broadest and 
the best to be found in all the world. This field, from border to 
border, and from ocean to ocean, is filled up with such a diversity 
of productive soils, and forests, and streams, and is so clothed 
with beauty of every order of grandeur and grace, that the man 
should consider himself honored of God, whose vocation it is to 
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labor for their better cultivatioQ, and the increase of their pro- 
duction. 

We are also blessed in these enticing fields of labor by the pro- 
tection of a government which, in its organization, is a govern- 
ment of the people, and naturally secures to every individual free 
thought and action, and protects his earnings from unlawful 
seizure, and his vocation from unjust burthens. 

The agricultural population of the United States is, in num- 
bers, far in excess of those engaged in other pursuits. If they 
should attempt by organized effort, as a class, to control this 
government, nothing could prevent their complete success. 
There is no natural competition between Bgriculturists, except to 
increase the abundance of their crops. One class never, in fact, 
competes with another in any political or commercial sense, so 
that there is nothing to prevent their political union, if they 
choose to form such a combination. But this has never been 
done in a national sense, and very rarely in a narrower theatre. 
And yet they have strong incentives to such action, for there is 
scarcely a burthen of government that does not fall directly upon 
them ; and there can be no favors shown them through subsidies, 
because their leading productions are immensely in excess of the 
home demand for their consumption. 

If transportation is to be monopolized by corporations holding 
perpetual succession ; and if other industries are to be fed with 
subsidies taxed out of the people, it will be a necessary means of 
self-defence that farmers and planters should seek their represen- 
tatives amongst their own class. But this National Grange has 
no powers or duties that relate to the defence, even of the politi- 
cal rights of Agriculturists. Its office and mission is to still in- 
crease and make better the beneficent fruits of the earth, where- 
with to bless everv human being with abundance. 

No amount of over-production, no lowering of prices, no 
amount of unrewarded toil can ever induce the tillers of the soil 
to counsel a shortening of crops, or a suspension of work. We 
refuse to contemplate the power we know we possess, and could 
make almost omnipotent within a single year, to starve humanity 
into a submission to ourwilL 

Theie is a rich blessing to the world in the conservatism which 
is inspired by agricultural pursuits, and which makes every far- 
mer, in a great degree, self-reliant and self-sustaining. This, 
more than any "other cause, prevents the combinations and 
strikes which so seriously endanger all other industries. They 
are content that the consumers shall price the fruits of their toil, 
and their worst disappointments are realized when short crops 
increase the price of food and raiment to the poor of other classes 
of laborers. They are warriors always on duty, and gaunt Fam- 
ine is the untiring foe against which they are always in array. 

Those who avert war are to be honored ; those who stop the 
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march of pestilence are held in grateful esteem ; and those who 
prevent famine by ceaseless toil, are worthy to be ranked as the 
greatest benefactors. A department of agriculture that is voice- 
less in the councils of the government, is not, it seems to me, an 
appropriate feature of a republic in which war is honored with 
two ministers, one for the land and one for the sea. There is no 
need for a minister to represent agriculturists, as a class, in the 
Cabinet. It is agriculture, and not those engaged in its pursuits, 
that needs and deserves careful consideration. An army without 
food and raiment would be a poor defence. In the counsels that 
will be given to the President in his forthcoming message to 
Congress, there will be no one entitled to a seat or a voice in his 
Cabinet, who will be especially able to inform him of the needs 
of agriculture, or the policies that should be adopted for its bet- 
terment. There will be no one but the able, yet over-taxed Sec- 
retary of the Interior, to even draw the attention of the Presi- 
dent to the subject. It would be better for the country if agri- 
culture had its minister in the Cabinet to look after its necessi- 
ties, and to plead for the rights of the toilers in the fields. 

The people of the country look upon their Capital city with 
proud delight. It is becoming famous for its Scholars and Artists, 
as well as tor its Jurists and Statesmen The welcome given 
here to all assemblages that are devoted to the improvement of 
the country proves your cordial sympathy with the people of the 
United States. 

The National Grange finds here the beautiful comparisons of 
the farmer's home life in the splendid forests of trees and shrubs 
which embower the streets and avenues and parks of the city of 
the people. The gardener and arborist are here to add, almost 
without cost, the superior graces of nature's adornment to the 
palaces so expensively ornamented, and the monuments erected 
with such pious care, to the renowned men of. the past, by the 
magic skill of the artist. 

While the agriculture of the United States maintains its pre- 
sent relative importance, as compared with the other industries 
and business of the country, this city will grow in strength and 
beauty. When it shall be neglected, or dishonored, or borne 
down with burthens of taxation that always discriminate against 
it, your Capital may* still be strong as a central citadel of autocra- 
tic power, or as the focal point of the wealth and influence of 
monopoly ; but it will cease to be beloved by the people, and its 
palaces and marbles and bronzes, now so beautiful in their 
eyes, will be as cold and repulsive to them as the tombs of bu- 
ried generations. 

We gratefully accept your welcome to Washington as it is, 
with its noble traditions, and as we hope it will continue to be 
for centuries to come. 
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Bro. John R. Thompson, D. 0.^ was then introduced, and, oa 
behalfof the Pounders of the Order, welcomed the Grange. 

Bro. Fred. Robie, Me., responded to Bro. Thompson's wel- 
come as follows : 

Another year has passed rapidly away since the representatives 
of the National Grange met at Indianapolis ; we have had sum- 
mer and winter, seed time and harvest ; our northern States 
have been covered with snow, their lakes and rivers locked up 
with ice, but the warm winds of Spring opened its cold embrace, 
the birds returned to their old haunts in our forests, making 
them jubilant with their songs, and nature put on her beautiful 
dress ; our children have gathered berries in the woods ; our 
husbandmen have scattered their seed, and by the help of shower 
and sunshine, we have had an abundant harvest. We have oc- 
casion to rejoice for the continued kindness of our over* ruling 
Providence. 

We come together again as the representatives of remote sec- 
tions of this Union, to bear testimony to the benefits and advan- 
tages of our glorious organization. I am happy to hear from the 
early pioneers and originators of the Grange organization. In 
behalf of my own State, and in behalf of the Patrons of Husband- 
ry in New England, as far as it is proper for me to do so, I ex- 
tend the right hand of fellowship. The words that I would utter 
are the promptings of the generous hearts of a united brother- 
hood. I am pleased to take by the hand, the representative of 
the far-off State of Oregon. Since we last met, Portland, Ore- 
gon, and Portland, Maine, have been connected by the iron rail, 
and the social and business relations of these widely separated 
States are joined by a closely connected line of continuous rail- 
road. May the iron rail be considered an emblem, and represen- 
tative of the endurance and power of a continued social and busi- 
ness relationship. I am pleased to renew my acquaintance with 
the far off State of California. I notice by the census returns 
that 15,000 of the present population of that State were born in 
the State of Maine. They were largely from agricultural dis- 
tricts, and I know from their origin that they must add largely 
to the social and material prosperity of that great State. 

I am pleased to meet again the representative Patrons of the 
great South, from States growing in power and might ; in behalf 
of my own State, and I will add, the rest of New England, I 
congratulate these States on their prosperity. Let us forget the 
past and be united for the good of the whole country. . I am 
glad to shake hands with my friend from South Carolina. The 
pine tree is a prominent representation in the State flag of 
Maine. 

We are called the *' Pine Tree State." On either side of Ihe 
pine tree, are the emblems of commerce and agriculture, the vo- 
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cation and ambition of the eav|fr settlers of Maine. The Palmet- 
to tree has an- equal historic significflnce in South Carolina. 
Let us rejoice that they are fanned by the same friendly breeze. 

I am pleased to shake hands with my warm-hearted friends 
from Tennessee and Kentucky, the States which gave birth to 
Jackson and Clay. We honor their Statesmen, who did so 
much service in the trying days of this Republic. My friends 
and brothers from the North, South, East, and West, we meet 
as members of a common brotherhood, we come together under 
no restraints of any political party ; we are wedded by no secta- 
rian'belief, but we place ** faith in God," the " great Patron of 
Husbandry ;" we are citizens of one great Republic, loyal to the 
same flag and constitution ; let us endeavor to exemplify the Di- 
vine command, ** L( ve thy neighbor as thyself." 

On motion of Bro. Wason, N. H., the Grange at 1 o'clock. P. 
M., took a recess until 3 o'clock. 



8 o'clock, p. m. 

Recess having expired, the Grange was called to order by the 
Worthy Master. 

On motion of Bro. Draper, Mass., the Order of Business, as 
adopted at the Sixteenth Session, was adopted for this session 
until otherwise ordered. 

On motion of Bro. Brigham, O., it was 

Besolved, That this Grange, until otherwise ordered, hold but 
one session daily, commencing at 10 o'clock, A. M. 

On motion of Bro. Sims, Kan., the Executive Committee was 
directed to employ a suitable person for Gate Keeper during this 
session. 

The Worthy Master then read the following 

ADDBBSB. 

Patrons of Husbandry : 

As members of the National Grange, and representatives of 
the State and Subordinate Granges, constituting our great Order, 
we have again met in this delightful city where our Order was 
formed, arid where most of its honored founders still reside ; and 
it is fortunate indeed, that we are honored with their presence, 
and aided by their counsel on this occasion, of opening our Sev- 
enteenth Annual Session. 

I congratulate these most worthy brothers, that their ranks 
j^re yet unbroken, and their little band of seven, all live to see 
the Order which they brought into existence, and to which they 
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gave their best thoughts and energies, spreading over the conti- 
nent, and uniting the tillers of the soil into one great brother- 
hood, devoid of partisan bias and sectional prejudice, but bound 
together by ties of fraternal unity, and pressing forward the 
work of benefitting and elevating a class, from which communi- 
ties draw their most salutary influence, and the nations their 
very life-blood of existence. May their years yet be many, 
and their love and devotion to our Order, be emulated by all its 
members 

Towards this body, the grim messenger has not been so par- 
tial. Its ranks have been repeatedly broken by shafts from his 
well filled quiver ; and the truth of the proverb, that ** Death 
loves a shining mark," demonstrated -in the selections made. 
Several of our best and most valued members have fallen in years 
passed, and again we see vacant seats upon this floor. Since our 
last meeting, our most worthy brother Col. R. W. Baylor, Mas- 
ter of West Virginia State Grange, has been called from his post 
of duty, by that summons which all must soonor or later obey, 
and has gone to his reward. 

He was born in JefliersoQ county, Virginia, the 25th day of 
May, 1813, was left an orphan at the early age of eight years, 
graduated at the Virginia University in 1832, married and settled 
on a farm in 1834, and there lived with the companion of his 
youth who survives him, a successful and enterprising farmer 
until his death on the 2d day of May last. He was elected Mas- 
ter of the fir't Orange organized in his State in 1873, and subse- 
quently a member of the Executive Committee of the State 
Grange. He was chosen Master of the State Grange in 1877, 
and was serving his third term in that office at the time of his 
death. 

Brother Biylor has fallen at his post of duty with his full ar- 
mor on, and ^^ like a shock of corn fully ripe, he has been gath- 
ered to his fathers." While we mourn his loss, and our hearts 
melt in sympathy for our beloved sister Baylor and her family, 
let us bow in humble submission to the Divine will, and pay our 
respects to the memory of the departed. 

It also becomes my painful duty to announce the death of our 
most worthy and beloved sister M. A. Lipscomb, wife of our 
worthy brother J. N. Lipscomb, of South Carolina. Her chair 
is vacant. We are no longer cheered by her presence, nor in- 
spired in our zeal and our work, by the productions of her bril* 
liant mind and ready pen, and our journals miss her contribu- 
tioua ; but upon the pages of our Proceedings, is written in lines 
of living light, which will perpetuate in our minds and our 
hearts, reminiscences of her talents and her worth, some of her 
brightest thoughts, her best productions. Let us cherish her 
memory, imitate her virtues, and express our sympathy for our 
brother and his motherless children. 
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Brother J. W. White, Past Master of Virginia State Grange, 
a former valuable member of this body, and well known to 
some of us, as a true Patron and esteemed brother, has^ too, ta- 
ken that Higher Degree, and passed to the Great Grange above. 
Let us heed these solemn admonitions, and profit by these stripes 
of the chastening rod. 

CONDITION OF THE ORDER AND ITS FROGRBSSIYE WORK. 

From information generously furnished me by the Secretaries 
of the State Granges, I compile the following items of interest : 

One State Grange has increased its membership during the 
year 1,205. Two others have gained 1,000 each. In addition to 
these, seven have reported gains, varying from 200 to 605 mem- 
bers. Others report an increase of membership, but figures are 
not given. The reports also show that in nine States there has 
been a slight diminution in members, but in most cases account- 
ed for, on the ground of tardiness of Subordinate Granp;es in . 
making their September reports. It is thought that the closing 
up of the year will make a more favorable showing. But a more 
certain indication of prosperity is presented by that unerring 
thermometer, the financial condition of the State Grange treasu- 
ries. In twenty States there is an improved condition in their 
finances, in four the condition is the same as one year ago, and 
only four report a falling off of receipts. 

GRANGE HALLS. 

The records of but few State Granges show the number of 
Subordinate Granges that own the halls they occupy, or thti 
value of such buildings, grounds and fixtures. The reports show 
the highest per cent, of Granges that own their halls in any State 
to be seventy, the average value of which is $600. In another 
State fifty -five per cent, own halls valued at $800 each, and an 
other 22 per cent, valued at $550 each, and another 20 per cent., 
valued at $1100 each. From the above it is safe to infer, that a 
large minority of our Subordinate Granges have not provided for 
a permanent home. Many of them rent halls in the cities and 
villages, others meet in country school houses, town halls, 
churches, etc. " As that family is more closely bound together 
by home and household ties that gathers nightly around its own 
hearthstone and beneath its own roof tree, so that society is more 
firmly established that meets within its own walls." Therefore 
the building and decoration of Grange Halls, and beautifying the 
grounds around them, should be encouraged. 

GRANGE JOURNALS AND ORGANS. 

Twenty State Granges have official organs which afford .a me- 
dium of communication between State and Subordinate Granges. 
Fifteen of which are published within the State, and five in ad- 
Joinmg and neigh'boring States. They are doing a valuable 
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, "Work for the Order. It could not prosper without them. Their 
circulation should he doubled during the coming year, and can 
be if the proper effort is made. A Subordinate Grange can do no 
act which will benefit its members more, or add more to its pros- 
perity, than to put a good Grange paper into every family connect- 
ed with it. This subject deserves more consideration from this 
body, and from the State Granges, than it has heretofore received. 

LBOTURBBS. 

Eighteen State Granges have made provisions for supplying 
lecturers for public meetings, and for Subordinate Granges, when 
'called for. Some are able to pay a portion of the expenses of 
such service from the State Grange treasury, others are not, and 
require all expenses to be paid by the Grange or community em- 
ploying tbem. In either case, this shows important and pro- 
gressive work. Other States should lose no time in following 
the e examples. The Lecturers cannot be dispensed with, and 
prosperity expected. 

lbctobbb's documents. 

The Secretaries of 24 State Granges send these documents 
promptly to the Subordinate Granges,— four do not. Two of 
the latter give as a reason for not sending them *' that they are 
published in the State Grange Organ." It was the intention of 
the National Grange, to have these documents sent promptly to 
every Subordinate Grange, to be used or filed for use when need- 
ed, believing, that in so doing, they would be better appreciated, 
and receive more attention than they would by simply publish- 
ing them in Grange papers ; but if the latter course will answer 
the same purpose, much of the expense of printing, postage and 
mailing can be saved. This question deserves attention. 

AGBICULTUBA.L BXPBRIMBNT STATIONS. 

Bight States are reported as having agricultural experiment 
stations, four of which have been established through the influ- 
ence of our organization. Some of these are probably connected 
with the Agricultural Colleges, but the number does not include 
all the farms connected with coUegeB where experiments are 
made in connection with the school course of study. The ques- 
tion of establishing these stations in several other States, is now 
being agitated by Patrons ; and all reliable information in rela- 
tion to their management, and the results obtained, should be 
collected and disseminated as widely as possible. 

BDUCATION, AND EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

It appears from the reports of the Secretaries of the State 
Granges, that there are in the whole country thirteen Agricultu- 
TsJi Colleges. 

Fourteen States have provided for a professor of agriculture in 
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their State UniYersity. Of these, one chair is vacant, some are 
reported as failures, and a few are doing something in impartins: 
instructions ii af^ricultural science and the mechanic arts ; but 
they cannot be classed as agricultural colleges, or be said to an- 
swer the demands of agriculture for such. 

Most of the independent agricultural colleges, are doing good 
work and are reasonably well -sustained and patronized. Their 
course of study is thoroughly practical and educational, in which 
the appU cation of scieq^e to agriculture and the mechanic arts, 
domestic economy, and such other useful objects and purposes 
as the wants of the great masses of our people demand, is madc^ 
the leading feature. 

This is indeed encouraging, but the^ progress made in estab- 
lishing and developing these schools hks been too slow. It has 
not kept pace with the improvements and progress of the age. 

There should be at least one independent Agricultural College, 
amply endowed and liberally sustained in each State, where the 
sons and daughters of farmers alike, can pursue, with the least 
possible expense, a thoroughly practical and scientific course of 
study, suited to the wants of rural life and agricultural pursuits. 
To each college shoul 1 be attached an experimental farm, where 
the students can find invigorating, useful and remunerative em- 
ployment for a few hours each day, as a relaxation from study 
and the drill of the recitation and lecture room, and where the 
lessons of the text books, the lecture room and the laboratory 
can be aided by practical demonstrations in the field, the orchard, 
the vineyard, the garden, the farm yard and the workshop. To 
aid and encourage the establishment and support of these institu- 
tions, our Order should give its whole influence. 

COMMON SCHOOLS. 

There are nearly 8,000,000 pupils in the primary, or common 
schools of this country, of which only about one in thirty ever 
reach the' high school, and but one in one hundred and fifty the 
College. Nearly seventy-five per cent, of all the children in the 
nation finish their school education in the common schools. 
Nothing could show more clearly the importance of these schools 
in the educational system of this country, or better demonstrate 
the necessity for increasing their proficiency, and the comprehen- 
siveness of the branches of learning taught in them. Here, too, 
is work for our organization. 

THB ORAKGB. 

Whether farmers have graduated in the college, the high 
school, or the common school, the Grange supplies to them a 
long felt want, although their real educational advantages have 
not yet been fully appreciated or developed, except in isolated 
cases. They are hi^titutions where the valuable lessons of the 
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flcliool, the farm and the household, can be reviewed, familiar- 
ized, and made usefol and practical ; where men and women can 
accustom themselves to public reading, reciting, and speaking ; 
where valuable koowledge can be received and imparted by lec- 
tures, essays and discussions, and in the exchange of views upon 
important questions ; where the higher and noble qualities of hu- 
man nature can be developed and made more lovely and more 
lovable ; and where the widow and ths fatherless, though poor 
and burdened with care and sore affliction, can feel that they are 
not doomed, isolated and alone, to toil on through weary life, 
without friends, sympathy, society or hope of advancement ; but 
know that they are members of a great fraternal brotherhood, 
unite 1 by a common interest and laboring for the good of all. 
Then let us put forth our best efforts to build up our Subordinate 
Granges and make them temples of wisdom, equality and broth- 
erly love. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Mainly through the influence of our Organization, the Legisla- 
tures of 13 States have been induced to enact just and wholesome 
laws regulating the management of railroads within their bor- 
ders ; and it is generally admitted that such action has been ben- 
eficial not only to the people at large but to the companies ; re- 
storing confidence and a better understanding between them. 
The ^^riffht of a State to limit the amount of charges by railroad 
companies for fares andfreigltts^'*^ has again been affirmed in a 
recent decision by the Supreme Court of the United States, thus 
establishing beyond all question, and all fearot an adverse ruling, 
the principle of law enunciated by our Order, in its early history, 
and for which it has so manfully contended ; and the way has 
been made clear, not only for preventing unjust discriminations, 
by railroad managers, between individuals and localities with- 
in the State, but to secure and maintain for the people, benefits 
from the roads, commensurate with the franchises granted to the 
companies. 

This is one 6f the triumphs of our Order, and demonstrates not 
only its usefulness and necessity, but its power to accomplish 
Just purposes. 

The power of Congress ** to regulate commerce among the 
several States," is wisely provided for in the Constitution of the 
United States, and not only Congress, but the sovereign people 
have been warned, by a committee of the United States Senate 
composed of eminent Senators and leaders in the two great poli- 
tical parties of the country, '^ that four men, controlling the four 
great trunk lines between Chicago and New York, possess and 
exercise powers which the Congres«t of the United States would 
not venture to assert. They may at any time, and fitr reasons 
satisfactory to themselves^ by a single stroke of the pen^ reduce the 
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value of property in this country by hundreds of million$ of dol- 
lars,^* This warning cannot be too often repeated or too well 
understood. Had the Senate Committee have declared, that the 
corporations owning and controlling these lines of road, possess 
power given them by the Congress of the United States, to en- 
rich their managers and stockholders, by taxing the. people to 
poverty, that fact would not have been more clearly ezpresEed. 
And yet, nine years have passed, and Congress has given no 
relief to the country from this crushing despotism ; and in the 
meantime ** these colossal organizations have become stronger 
and more imperious," and are riveting fetters upon our agrical- 
tural interests, '* as fatal as death itself, and as unyielding as the 
grave." There should be no relaxation of effort on the part of 
the National Grange, to enlighten our members, and influence 
public sentiment upon this question. 

CO-OPBBATION. 

It does not appear that business co operation, as one of the 
purposes of the Order, was entertained by its founders in their 
early conceptions of such an organization. No reference to it is 
found in the first published document giving the outlines of the 
Order, nor in the first circular issued by the National Grange, de- 
fining its purposes. The idea seems to have originated with 
Brother 0. H. Kelley, in his first attempt in organizing Subordi- 
nate Granges, and in his own State of Minnesota. After organi- 
zing the 8d Grange in the fall of 1868, he wrote Brother McDow- 
ell as follows : 

*^ Among people the question is asked, what benefits are we 
to derive?'' 

'^ I advocate a business agent in each Grange, to be elected by 
ballot, who shall keep a record of such articles as outsiders wish 
to purchase, thereby saving our members valuable time in hunt- 
ing up customers for their produce. We can secure discounts to 
Granges on purchases of books, implements, etc." Brother 
McDowell answered, endorsing the business agent, but thought 
the time had not arrived for putting all this machinery in motion. 
. The State Grange of Minnesota was organized on the 23d of 
February, 1869, with nine Subordinate Granges ; and Brother 
Kelley in another letter to Brother McDowell, under date of 
March 1st, says : *^ At the State Grange it was suggested that 
ine different Subordinate Granges lease flouring mills in their 
respective localities, and flour their own wheat, keeping the bran 
and shorts for feed, and not send any raw material into the east- 
ern market, but instead, appoint a business agent at St. Paul, to 
receive the flour and ship it to the agent in New York city, who 
shall sell it on commission. Now who will be the agent the Na- 
tional Grange will appoint to receive it ?'* McDowell's answer 
to this was characterized by cautiousness and wise foresight. He

said, ** in relation to flouring mill and commission idea, this is a 
matter fraught with much good or evil, not only for individual 
Patrons, but to the Order itself, and for the present I should do 
notbing but discourage it, or at least take it on thought. A fail- 
ure here would be ruin, and we cannot afford to take any such 
risk/' 

This matter was presented to the National Grange at its first 
annual session, April 13th, 1869, and failed to receive an en- 
dorsement there. Hence it appears that the system of co-opera- 
tion which provt^d such signal failures and operated so disastrous- 
ly to the Order in some of the Western and Southern States, did 
n( t originate with the National Grange, but practically, with the 
organizing deputies. Members of Subordinate Granges, had be- 
come such by promises of great financial benefits. Money flowed 
into the State Gran^re treasuries which they had paid in fees and 
dues, and the demands went up to the State Granges to use it in 
business enterprises. Some State Granges yielded to the demand 
and engajired in milling and manufacturing enterprises, with the 
funds in their treasuries, and upon their own responsibility. 

It was not until the National Grange became a ** Representa- 
tive Body '' that business co operation received its sanction and 
encouragement. State Agents under bonds for faithful work, 
were recommended at tbe 9th annual session, and at the same 
meeting a resolution for the establishment of ** National Busi- 
ness Agencies,'* was defeated by the decisive vote of thirty-five 
to eight. I call attention to these facts, to show that the Na- 
tional Grange has ever been conservative on this question of Co- 
operation, and that all systems recommended, or endorsed by it, 
have been thoroughly matured and well guarded. Had the ad- 
vice of a majority of the founders of the Order, and the recom--^ 
mendations of the National Grange been heeded and practiced, 
these business failures and calamities would have been avoided. 
The principal cause of failure, was in placing business enterprises, 
backed by the funds of the State Grange, into the hands of agents 
who were wanting in business experience and qualifications ne- 
cessary to manage them. 

Correct business habits and real co-operation among the mem 
bers of our Order, is as essential to its prosperity and perpetuity, 
as breath is to physical life, and as indissolubly connected with 
its educational system, as household economy, the production of 
crops, care and management ot domestic animals or beautifying 
and adorning our homes. It cannot reasonably be expected that 
persons who have had no practical experience or special tracing 
in mercantile business, milling or manufacturing, can be qualified 
to successfully manage such enterprises. Business men do not 
spring up like mushrooms, but groiv like the stately oak, which 
gradually rises and spreads its branches, under the genial and 
vivifying influence of the sunshine and the rain, and strikes its 
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roots deeper and more firmly into the earth, ^hen beat upon and 
swayed by the wind and the storm. So men must be educated 
for any business avocation in life, and be made strong and well 
grounded by experience derived from successes and losses. 

Business co-operation should have a place in every Subordi- 
nate Grange, however small the beginning and limited ihe 
means, an^^ if well managed and patronized, it cannot tail to 
prosper, and not only benefit the members financially, but edu- 
cate them into correct and practical business habits. 

TARIFF. 

The following resolution was adopted by this body at its last 
annual session : 

Resolved^ That all discussions relating to the tariff, as a ques- 
tion of political economy, are legitimate questions, and we re- 
commend that such an Investigation and discussion of these mat- 
ters be made as will furnish our members with a more intelligent 
consideration of a subject which involves the vital interests of 
the agriculturist, and that all such discussions must be without 
partizan political bias.'* 

Quite an animated discussion, not only in the Subordinate and 
Cotftity Granges, but at public meetings and through the Grange 
press, has followed this action ; and it is gratifying to know that 
they have been, generally, conducted in a fraternal spirit, and as 
free from partizan bias as could have been expected. I am con- 
fident that no injury to the work of our Order has resulte t from 
this act of the I^ational Grange ; and in view of the fact that 
since that meeting, Congress has so amended the tarifi laws, as 
to seriously injure if not entirely ruin one of the most important 
agricultural industries ot our country, I regard it as fortunate 
indeed, that this recommendation was made. I make no apolo- 
gy, therefore, in calling your attention to this subject. 

By our tariff 'aws, a tax or duty is levied upon the products of 
other countries, imported into this, trom which the revenues of 
the government are mainly derived. As a general proposition, 
this tax upon foreign products, coming into the market of this 
countr} in competition with its products, must be ia some de- 
gree protective to the latter, and consequently enhances their 
market value. This additional cost is paid by the consumer, in 
Leu of other taxes for the support of the government. This sys- 
tem for providing revenue, is practiced by all civilized and pro- 
gressive nations 

Free trade would abolish all tariff laws, custom houses, and 
officers, and allow all other nations to sell their products in our 
market, without restriction. This would be giving to other na- 
tions, piivileges not granted to us; and would take from the 
revenue of tbe government, three-fifths of the gross receipts. 
To supply this deficit would necessitate a direct annual tax upon 
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the property of the people, amountmg ia the aggregate t) (4.20 
per capita of odr entire population, exclusive of the expense of 
assessing and collecting the same As it has heen officially esti- 
mated that ninety per cent, of the personal property of the coun- 
try escapes taxation, this burden would fall most heavily upon 
farmers who own most of the real and personal estate, which 
cannot be screened from the assessor's eye. For these rea<«ons, 
if no other, farmers are not likely to become advocates of absolute 
'* Free Trade/' But few intelligent citizens among us seriously 
entertain such ideas. Nearly all concede that we must have a 
*• Tariff for Revenue." Hence, the term *' Free Trade,'' as used 
in our American politics, ^ a misnomer. 

The government' must have revenue, and to obtain it without 
imposing burdens upon the people, will require wiser statesman- 
ship than we are likely to have ; and so long as revenue is to be 
obtained by imposing duties on foreign imports, the system must 
be one, not only of taxation, but of protection. The important 
question then, seems to be, how £an these benefits and burdens 
be most equally and justly distributed ? The great evil in our 
present Tariff, is in its unjust discrimination. A *' High Protec- 
tive Tariff," which builds up monopolies by imposing undue 
burdens upon the people at large, is high-haoded oppressioa; so 
a low tariff which cripples home industries and oppresses labor, 
is equally disastrous, not only to individual, but national pros- 
perity. The great objects to be accomplished by our tariff laws, 
shouki be, to furnish revenue, and at the same time give reason- 
able and impartial encouragement, as far as practicable, to every 
legitimate industry, and develop every resource of our country ; 
and thus, in the language of our Declaration of Purposes, estab> 
lish ^^ Proper equality, equity, and fairness; protection for the 
weak ; restraint upon the strong ; in shorty justly distributed bur- 
dens and justly distributed power.** 

Thie nation's wealth is in the soil, and general prosperity de 
pends upon its productiveness. If the great arm of agriculture is 
weakened or paralyzed all trade, commerce, and manufactures 
must suffer and decline. Hence legislation which cripples any 
important branch of agriculture, and takes from the cultivator of 
the soil the means of keeping up its fertility, is not only an act of 
injustice to the farmers, but detrimental to the interests of the 
"Whole people and the nation's welfare. 

Sheep-husbandry is one of the most important agricultural in- 
terests of this country, and absolutely necessary in many sections - 
to enable farmers to keep up the fertility of the soil. Flocks of 
sheep are the best and most available means accessible to the 
great mass of farmers of this country, for renovating and increa- 
sing the productiveness of their farms. They destroy noxious 
weeds, glean the fields, pack the soil, and return much of value 
to it. This industry has been encouraged and built up, mainly 
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by the Tariff acts of Congress, for the reason that wool cannot 
be prodaced in this country with our well paid labor, and expen- 
sive wintering of sheep, as cheaply as it can in the warmer coun- 
tries of South America, Africa, and Australia, where cheap labor 
and perennial pastures abound. The wool production has been 
nearly doubled, since the encouragement it received by the tariff 
act of 1867 ; although the interest was greatly demoralized by the 
act of 1872, which reduced the market price of our wool below 
the cost of production, but gradually recovered to nearly its for- 
mer prosperity, after the restoration of the duty *by Congress in 
187'L And yet the price of wool in this country has ruled too 
low, to pay the producer anything above a moderate profit on 
the cost of production for the last ten years. 

There seems to have been no good reason for the reduction of 
the duty by the last Congress. It reduced the price received by 
our farmers for this year'ti clip, on an average, five cents upon 
every pound produced in this country, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to a tax of over $15,000,000 arbitrarily assessed upon this 
agricultural product alone. The farmers are that amount poorer, 
and that sum of money has been taken from the legitimate chan- 
nels of business. In consequence of this, all business and labor 
have sufiered, and whether any corresponding benefit has result- 
ed to any class of our people, except the importers, speculators 
and manulacturers, is extremely doubtful. As a revenue mea* 
sure, there could have been no necessity for it. In a report made 
by General Garfield, when a member of Congress in 1880, he 
said, " As a revenue measure, the tariff of 1867 on wool and 
woolens, has been very effective, having produced $360,000,000 
of revenue in the last thirteen years, an average of $38,000,000 
per annum.'' Whatever difference of opinion may exist among 
the members of this body on the question of " revenue " and 
•* protection," it does not seem possible that there can be any di- 
vision upon this question ; and I am confident that no one act 
can he done, that will be received with more satisfaction by our 
members, or inspire more confidence in our Order among farm- 
ers and business men generally, than for this National Grange 
to unite its influence with that of the National Wool-Growers' 
Convention which recently assembled in Chicago, and respect- 
fully ask the Congress soon to assemble, to restore the duty on 
wool taken off by the last Congress, and thus right this great 
wrong. ' 

GOVERNMENTAL AID TO AGRICULTUBB. 

The history of the human race, has fully demonstrated the im- 
portance of Agriculture to general prosperity. From the earliest 
period of man's existence upon the earth, down through the 
ages to the present time, all progress in civilization, the develop- 
ment of sciences and the arts, and the rise and fall of nations, 
has been marked at every period of the world's history by the 
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importance and enooaragement that has been given to the cultU 
vation of the soil. 

The earth is, in fact. Nature's great store house, from which 
by intelligent find well-directed labor, man derives not only the 
necessaries, but the choicest blessings and comforts of life, and 
the main mspiration to moral and intellectual development. A 
missionary who has spent many years in heathen lands has said: 
** You must send the intelligent farmer and improved plow and 
other agricultural implements with the missionary." The heath- 
en lands need to be plowed up, deeply subsoiied, planted and 
sowed, and with each returning harvest, will be gathered a crop 
of new ideas ; and the dull beclouded intellects of that benighted 
people, will then betrin to act, and they will better understand 
the plan of Divine Wisdom for educating, civilizing and chris- 
tianizing the human family. 

Of the importance which Agriculture bears to National pros- 
perity, Dr. Johnson said : ** Agriculture not only gives riches 
to a nation, but the only riches she can call her own.'* Wash- 
ing said : '* I know of no pursuit in which more real and im- 
portant service can be rendered to any country than by improv- 
ing its agriculture.*' Jefferson said : '* Agriculture is the high- 
est calling of man and the surest road and Mfe^uard to a nation's 
prosperity and liberty." And yet, there is scarcely another 
civilized nation but what does more to aid and encourage its 
agriculture than the United States. In 1877, France appropriat- 
ed forthe support of Agriculture and Commerce over $20,000,- 
000 ; Russia for agriculture and public lands nearly $15,000,030 ; 
Austria and Hungary, for agriculture alone, $6,600,000 ; Great 
Britain $800,000 ; Sweden $650,000 ; the United States for the 
same year appropriated $174,086. 

It will thus be seen that Russia, our greatest competitor in the 
market of the world for Agricultural products, spends for the aid 
•f her Agriculture and care of her public lands, seventy times as 
much as this country, and little Sweden three times as much as. 
this great nation does for the support of the industry upon which 
its prosperity and perpetuity depends. 

These appropriations among the progressive European nations, 
are used, principally for the support of National Agricultural 
Departments. Experiment Stations, with model farms attached. 
Stock farms and l3airy farms. Agricultural Colleges and Farm 
Schools ; and for disseminating information relating to practical 
and scientific agriculture ; all aiming to increase the fertility of 
the soil, and the amount and value of its products ; and these re- 
sults have been fully realized. Both wise political economy and 
sound financial policy seem to demand that such aid should be 
given to the Agriculture of this country, as may be necessary to 
produce like results. I desire to direct attention to what I have 
said upon this question, in previous cdmmunications to this body. 
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PATENT BieHT QUESTIOH. 

The bill to amend the Patent Laws, so as to give some degree 
of protection to Innocent purchasers of patented articles, which 
passed the House of Representatives, and was lying in the hands 
of the Senate Committee, at the time of our last meeting, has 
not been favorably heard from, and consequently no relief has 
been given to the people, except that experienced from the appa- 
rent suspension ot work among patent right claimants in com- 
mencing new suits, and startling schemes of extortion. Can it 
be that this is strategy on their part, to quiet public indignation, 
and thus defeat legislation? It is encouraging, however, to 
know that in the meai time the Iowa court has made a decision 
in the *' Driven Well Case," favorable to the people ; and which 
savors so much of justice, that it is confidently believed that it 
will be confirmed by the Supreme Court, should it be carried up 
to that body. We should not cease to agitate this question, until 
the people^ s rights are secured by an amended law. 

AORICDLTUBAIi FAIRS. 

** Agricultural societies have done much good by establ'shing 
fairs ; yet these are generally the work of a few right minded, 
enthusiastic men, aided sometimes by aspiring politicians. At 
these fairs the great attractions generally are implements and 
works of art, while the products of the soil offer the least attrac- 
tion ; and to bring farmers out in ani numbers, it is actually ne- 
cessary to introduce as a prominent feature, horse races and 
numerous side shows." 

The above is from the first paper issued by the founders, de- 
fining the purposes of the Order, and is followed by suggestions 
for revolutionizing these fairs. 

Any one who has observed the growing tendency of our fairs, 
has not failed to be convinced that many of them have cut loose 
from their sheet anchor. Agriculture, and have become places for 
. mere recreation, amusement, gambling and horse racing, where 
betting and pool selling are practiced openly, and with the full 
permission and endorsement of those managing and controlling 
them. Thousands of dollars are taken at a single fair, in fees 
for licenses granted to gambling and other demoralizing institu- 
tions, to be run and operated upon the grounds during the fair. 

The tendency of this is, to popularize and encourage gambling 
and immorality. Young men and boys are enticed into these 
practices, find not only robbed of their money, but often of 
moral character and manhood as well If it is true, as is claimed 
by some of the managers, that public fairs cannot be sustained 
without resorting to such means to obtain funds tor their sup 
port, they have certainly outlived their usefulness, and should be 
*' placed upon the retiied list;" and practical, useful and com- 
mon-sense fairs established in their places. In many localities 
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aDnual fairs are he}d under the aaspicesof Subordinate Granges, 
and are generally successful, and growing into favor and popu- 
larity. County and District fairs, have also, in some instances, 
passed under tbe control of our Order, with good and most satis- 
factory results. This subject is worthy of your consideration. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

Tbe amendment to the Constitution, submitted at our last 
annual meeting has not yet received the approval of a Sufficient 
number of State Granges to give it effect. It has been ratified 
by twenty, rejected by seven, and five have not yet reported. It 
is the duty of the Master of the State Grange to submit for rati- 
fication or rejection all amendments to the Constitution of our 
Order, proposed by the National Grange, and the Secretary of 
the State Grange should report the result of the action upon it 
forthwith to the Secretary of the National Grange. It is im- 
portant that these duties be promptly performed. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, allow me to say, that the session before us is an 
important one, and will have much io do with the future welfare 
of our Order. Although we are cheered and encouraged by re- 
ports of progressive work which comes from many quarters, yet 
there are fields where the work languishes, and appeals come for 
. help and encouragement. Let no proper or reasonable action, 
within the power or ability of this body, be wanting to aid them. 
Whatever action may be taken upon any important question 
which may come before yon, let it be well matured, and the 
ways and means provided, and definite instructions given for 
carrying it into effect, so that the object sought may be accom- 
plished. 

If special duties, to be performed after the close of the sesMon, 
are required of any member or committee of this body, official 
notice of the same should be delivered to such member or the 
Chairman of such Committee, immediately after the adjournment. 

If Congressional action is asked for upon any important ques- 
tion relating to the interests of Agriculture, the request should 
be followed by memorials and petitions, and the whole power of 
our organization brought into action to obtain it. Resolutions 
placed upon our records, without being carried into effect, serve 
as clogs to the wheels of progress, rather impelling forces. 

I regard it as seriously detrimental to our work, that tbe pro- 
ceedings of the National Grange cannot be published and dis- 
tributed promptly after the close of the session. State Granges 
are equally dilatory in this respect. The great value of these 
meetings to the Order is derived from the work done ; and to 
. keep Subordinate Granges ignorant of that work for months, or 
as it sometimes happens, until the necessity for certain action 
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liaa ceased to exist, is somewhat akia to the work of a farmer, 
who plows well and sows in season, but allows his crop to go to 
waste before gathering the harvest. If discipline, efficiency, and 
promptness, are to be expected in Subordinate Granges, examples 
worthy of imitation in this respect, should be set by the higher 
bodies. If it is possible to inaugurate a reform in this practice, 
it should be done. 

With this session my official labors close, and I desire to ex- 
press my sincere gratitude to all officers and members ef this 
body ; and to the membership at large, for the universal kind- 
ness, courtesy and forbearance, which has ever characterized 
their action towards me ; and for the aid which they have ren- 
dered me, in the discharge of my official duties. I shall ever 
carry with me the kindest and most fraternal feelings towards 
all, and the conscientious conviction of having discharged every 
known duty, according to my best ability. Give to my successor the 
same support and encouragement that you have given to me. 
Uphold his hands, and encourage him in his fraternal work, and 
with renewed faith, hope, and perseverance, press **Onwabd" 
our glorious work. J. J. Woodman. 

On motion of Bro. Neal, Ky., the Address was ordered re- 
ferred to the Committee on Division of Labor, when appointed. 

The Worthy Lecturer made the following report : 
Worthy MaBter and Members of the National Grange : 

The most of my time during the past year was spent in the 
lecture field, under private arrangements of County or State 
Granges. I find in many of the localities visited, active work is 
being done, many of the Subordinate and Pomona Granges are 
in a healthy condition, some enjoying a high degree of prosper- 
ity. In these the work is advancing ; Grange rules are observed, 
and its principles and precepts lived up to, and their influence is 
exerted for good, which has its effect upon the community in 
which they are located, for these Grange principles are under- 
stood and appreciated, and farmers are induced to seek admis- 
sion into the Order which strengthens and builds up to still 
greater prosperity ; while in many others the work seems to be 
at a standstill, but little life manifested, and but little work done, 
and advancement, if any, slow. 

This difference is not so much attributable to locality, or mate- 
rial of which the Grange is composed, as it is to the advantages 
furnished the one and not the other, and the means employed 
by the one and neglected by the other. Grange Lectures and 
Grange Literature have been the elements that lead to much of 
our prosperity. Their efforts have indeed accomplished much. 
Th^y have enconraged the active and stimulated the inactive to 
greater energy and more earnest work. But the influence and 
usefi)U»e^ oi these factors, as a rule, are too unevenly distributed. 
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for the general good, for Granges most prosperous are often the 
recipients of repeated visits from lecturers, while another, need- 
ing lecturing most, and where it would do the most good, is as 
often neglected — ^which frequently leads to discouragement, and 
when once fallen into this condition, decline follows. And 
while under this cloud of despondency. Grange papers do not 
receive the circulation they deserve, neither are^ they read, nor 
are their teachings treasured up as they would be under more 
favorable circumstances. Being thus deprived of the food for 
thought, dormancy often follows. Services for lecturing often 
rate too high to be brought within the reach of weak Granges. 
Lecturing for the love of a good cause, and for the general wel- 
fare of humanity, which reaches the poor as well as the rich, 
the weak as well as the strong, is of much greater value to any 
cause than that done for any pecuniary considerations. We 
should consider it a pleasurable duty to visit, lecture, and circu- 
late Grange papers in every community. It is a high and noble 
work for any member to labor for the advancement of others to 
a higher elevation in life. We should work unitedly to nurture 
and care for the weak Granges. Give to these every encourage- 
ment possible ; they are worthy of it, for we find in them men 
and women with loyal hearts and noble spirits equal to any 
found elsewhere. They are entitled to, and should receive, all 
the aid and encouragement that this, or the State, or Pomona 
Granges can bestow upon them. 

I am firmly led to the belief, from information gathered in 
my lecturing tour, that many of the dormant Granges could 
be reorganized, and many of the delinquent members who have 
become alienattd be brought to re-affiliation, if proper means 
were employed for this purpose. We find farmers, hitherto not 
identified with our Order, who are becoming more and more im- 
pressed with the fact, that organization of the agricultural classes 
is a necessity, in order to maintain their equality, and to protect 
themselves in their own rights, but thousands thus convinced 
have not as yet determined how, or with what organization they 
should become identified. The most of these have not given 
sufficient thought to the subject to fully understand the prin- 
ciples of the Grange, and are waltiag for information concern- 
ing our work ; and thousands of others, who have many correct 
ideas of the Order and its mission, are waiting for further devel- 
opments, to see what the Order has done, and what it proposes 
to do. Could these be correctly informed, so as to more fully 
understand our principles and objects, and of what has already 
been accomplished, and what we propose to do, I am sure thou- 
sands would rally to our fold. Our principles should be taught 
correctly, so that they may be understood, and that all can see 
that it is the only safeguard for the American farmers. In order 
to do this work effectually, lecturing should be directed with 
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this end in view. The Orange Press, which is such a power 
for usefulness, should be solicited to direct its labors for the 
same purpose, and then members should work to give them a 
large tnd an increased circulation, not only among the members, 
but among outside farmers also. This would create a more fra- 
ternal feeling, attract greater attention, and solicit sympathy that 
in many instances would lead them into membership, and in 
duce them lo become uselul co-workers with us in the good cause. 

It is not enough for a Grange to make inside or necessary 
preparations for the admission of applicants, and then watch 
the gates and await their coming, ready to admit all who are 
worthy or who approach. But we must go out into the high- 
ways and hedges, and warn them of approaching dauger, that 
they may flee from error. Teach them realities and facts as 
they are, depict the beauty of our principles, the object of our 
mission, the necessity ot our work, and its value to every 
farmer, and then extend a fraternal invitation, such as can only 
emanate from true brotherhood and from sincere hearts. The 
results that would follow these efforts would be highly gratify- 
ing, and of incalculable worth. 

Grange lectures and Grange literature should be of a 'plain 
practical character, so as to be readily understood and placed 
within reach of every farmer, not to the hand only, but to the 
mind as well. Carefully-studied and well -prepared lectures are 
ail right, pleasing and profitable in their place, but when too 
lofty in sentiment, they lose their convincing powers, and 
are not the best means calculated to awaken the agricultural 
classes. Plain facts, spiced with practical ideas that clearly 
illustrate to the mind proper food for thought, alone will 
accomplish the most desirable results. Cannot this body 
devise some practical system for general field work ? one more 
uniform in its applications, and better adapted to the present 
wants of the work so necessary to be done, to the end that co- 
operative efforts may be more generally employed for the suc- 
cessful advaocement of the work in hand ; a system that would 
stimulate working members and Granges to greater energy and 
more perseverance in aiding the weak and dormant into active 
life b.\ furnishing greater encouragement. A system that would 
supply this waat, and be properly carried out within and with- 
out the gates, would accomplish great good. Let the National 
Grange systematize a practical plan of operation, and then order 
a general forward movement all along the line, and the results 
produced by the close of another year would be highly grati- 
fying. 

The quarterly issue of communications by the Lecturer for 
the use of Subordinate Granges has been regularly made, and 
distributed to them where addresses were furnished. And when 
not so furnished, they were mailed to Secretaries of State 
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Granges for distribution to their Subordinates. The questions 
sent out were all of a national character, and of importance. 
In compliance with the instructions of the National Grange at 
the last Annual Session, the questions of Co-operation and 
Tariff have each been twice submitted during the year, under 
different suggestions. These questions do nut always receive 
the attention in the Subordinate Granges that their importance 
seems to demand, but this is not so much on account of mem- 
bers not desiring to have them considered as it is that officers in 
these Granges neglect to introduce them. While the former 
would be pleased and profited in having them discussed, the 
latter often relieve themselves from their duty by letting them 
pass by default. I have had numerous complaints sent me upon 
this point. 

From many communications received from officers and men • 
bers of Subordinate Granges, I am confident tbat they are ap- 
preciated by a large number in the Order, and have accomplished 
somorgood. Either these or other communications should be 
kept up between the Parental head and the Subordinate Granges. 
The amount expended in their publication and distribution 
was $166.65, a tri ^e less than last year, but the expense to the 
National Grange is larger, as last year we had a reduction of 
$50.00 for advertising cards. Tbe amounts expended were as 
follows :

We again meet, in obedience to the requirements of the Con- 
stitution, to give an account of our stewardship for the past year, 
and to advise and counsel with each other for the present and 
future interests ot the Association we all sd dearly love. 

I bid you a most hearty welcome, and the more so, that, as 
your Secretary, I am able to make a most favorable report. 

The condition of the Order is healthy. Improvement in every 
respect, gained by the experience of the past, the marked ability 
of our National, State and Subordinate Grange officers, aided 
and abetted by the devoted zeal, faithful labors and harmonious 
co-operation of all the members, has been most gratifying. 

The Order is on a solid foundation — its aim, object and inter- 
est high and ennobling— its present progress solid and substan- 
tial There are, of course, exceptions where lukewarmness 
prevails, but the general condition of the Order is as above, very 
briefly stated. I will have occasion, and avail myself of the op- 
portunity of submitting such suggestions to the proper Commit 
tees as may have come up in my duties during the year. 

During the year Dispensations for new Granges were issued 
to the number of 97, being an increase of 20 over the previous 
year.

These receipts, as compared with the last year, show the very 
gratifying increase of 58.59 per cent., necessity involving a cor- 
responding amount of labor, both clerical and manual. 

The liberal and enlightened course pursued by your Executive 
Committee in fixing the prices at which our Manuals, Song 
Books and Digests are sold to the Secretaries of State Granges, 
t^us inducing them to keep the books for sale, has undoubtedly 
contributed to the increase in the receipts from these items. 

As befits us men and women, who profess to call ourselves 
Christians, the Divine blessing has been invoked on our counsels. 

Let us now put shoulder to shoulder in the great cause, and 
by wisdom, harmony and love, legislate and work as becomes 
Brothers and Sisters who work for themselves, their families, 
society, their country and their God, and He will bless our work. 

On the call of the roll of States for reports on the condition of 
the Order, the following was presented : 

CALIFORNIA. 

S. T. Coulter, Master. Perhaps I ought, by way of apology, 
to say, that but little more than a month ago, I had the honor to 
be, very unexpectedly, elected to the office which entitles me to 
represent the State Grange of California in this boiy, simply be- 
cause my predecessor declined election to the offlc5. And that, 
owing to the absence of the Secretary of the California State 
Grange, at the time of my departure from the State, I was una- 
ble to procure the data from which I might otherwise have pre- 
pared a more satisfactory report. 

I have the pleasure to report that, throughout the most popu- 
lous agricultural portions of the State, the Order is in a very 
pleasing state of prosperity ; that by the energetic and efficient 
efforts of my immediate predecessor, it is rapidly recovering 
from the lethargy and despondency into which it had fallen, and 
that the Subordinate Granges are rapidly filling up their ranks 
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with a clflEs of recruits Kho have a better understanding of the 
true objects, and of the mission of the Grange ; that there is less 
disposition to embark in wild, reckless ana adventurous specula- 
tions, whjch must necessarily result in disas er, and more devo- 
tion to mental and social culture. They are striving more to de- 
velop ** a higher and nobler manhood and veomanhood.*' 

Studiously avoiding even the appearance of partizan politics, 
they are laboring to correct the abuses of government, by favor- 
ing the selection of the best men for o£9ce, and demauding & 
laithful execution of the official trust comn itted. 

But there is a large field in the southern portion of our State 
"Where our cause is languishing; v^here the good seed, early 
feown, sprang up and, for a v^hile, bore beauteous buds of prom- 
ise, which withered in the blighting diouth which, a few years, 
ago, wrought so much ruin in our Order in the far west. 

To that field, the e.>e of dur Stat^ Lecturer is now turned, and 
I hope his labors will result in a gladdening report from that 
quatter at the next session of this body. 

It is a source ot much regret that 1 failed to obtatn the Id for- 
mation necessary to enable me to comply with the rtquiiements 
of the resolution of the last session of this body, (pages 108-9 of 
the jourufcl,) relative to the College of Ag iculture. 1 am, ther€- 
lore, under the necessity ot relying on my memory. 

'i'he munificent appropriation of Congress, for the endowment 
of the College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts and Mining was, 
by action ot the State Legislature, merged with the State Uni- 
\ersity, and the revenues are applied to the maintainance of the 
other departments. 

The Regents of the University have at all times manifested a 
disposition to give preference to the other depar.ments, to the 
disparagement of the College of Agriculture. But it is due to 
the Professors in that department to say that they Lave labored 
sedulously to bring it into public favor. 

My recollection is that pupils, on entering the University, 
elect ^hat course or courses they will take ; tnat, at the present 
time, there are four students in the Agricultural course, arid that, 
at no time during the existence of the Institution, has their num- 
ber exceeded six, while the other departments have from seventy 
to one hundred and filty students each. 

The public is invited to attend the lectures in the College of 
Agriculture, and some of the pupils in the other departments at- 
tend occasionally. 

The professors frequently deliver lectures in difi'erent parts 
of the State, mostly before the Granges, and upon their invita- 
tion. 

Of the graduates from the College of Agi iculture, I think but 
one has returned to the farm, and continued in the pursuii of 
agricultu.e. 
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Pending this call, the question arose whether the reports of 
8 ate Masters on the general condition of the Order, and on the 
subject of Agricultural Colleges should be made together, or 
separately, and whether the reports on Colleges should be print- 
ed iH the Journal. 

Bro. Rose, Tex , moved that the reports be made separately 
and printed. 

After some discussion he moved to amend, that the reports on 
Agricultural Colleges be'referred to the Committee on Educa- 
tion. ^ 

Bro. Jones, Iowa, moved to amend by adding the proviso : 
That Masters of State Granges be permitted to have the reports 
on Agricultural Colleges printed or not as they might elect. 

After further discussion, on motioa of Bro. Robie, Me. , the 
amendment was laid on the table. 

At 5.50 P. M., on motion of Bro. Neal, Ky., the labors of the 
day were closed.

Referred to the Committee on Constitution and By-Laws. 

Bro. Rhone, Pa., from the Committee on Credentials, report- 
ed verbally, that Bro. and Sister Darden, Miss., Bro. and Sister 
Adams, Minn., and Bro. and Sister Thonjpson, Del., were pres- 
ent and ready to represent their respective State Granges. 

The Brothers and Sisters named took their seats as members. 

Bro. Aiken, of Executive Committee, presented the following 
report : 

Worthy Master and Patrom : 

In obedience to the behests of the By-Laws of the National 
Grange, your Executive Committee beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing as their annual report : 

They have examined the books of the Secretary and Treasurer, 
and have found them neatly and accurately kept, with a good 
and sufficient voucher for every expenditure made. 

At the 16th Annual Session of this body, your Committee 
were instructed to "'place before the Tariff Commission a full 
report of the true interests of the Agriculturists of the United 
States, as to federal taxation." This duty we have found it im- 
possible to perform for several reasons ; chiefly because it was 
impracticable to reconcile the divergent views of the Committee 
upon the Tariff, without compromise s neither member thereof 
was willing to submit to. Nor was authority given or an ap- 
propriation made to defray the expenses of the Executive Com- 
mittee thus assembled. 

Again, at the same session, your Committee were ** requested" 
to furnish State Granges with certain blank forms of reports. 
We have complied with this ** request," and will furnish a form 
of report to the several members of the Nationil Grange at this 
ses=5ioa. 

Your Committee were further instructed to investigate and 
repjrt on the advisaDility of changing our invested securities. 
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We respectfully recommend, that we should make no change at 
present 

Your Executive Committee would respectfully recommend, 
that Section 33, page 37 of the Digest, be annulled, as the actioa 
of the 16th Session of the National Grange in enlarging our song 
book, and revising our Digest, made the provisions of said sec- 
tion an unnecessarily heavy expense to the National Grange. 

We also recommend,, that the following amendments to the 
Constitution be submitted to the State Granges for ratification : 

First : Add to Article 8, as an additional section, the following: 

No State Grange shall be em it led to representation in the Na- 
tional Grange, whose annual payments of dues does not equal in 
amount one-half the necessary expenses incurred by its represen- 
tatives in attending the sessions of the National Grange. 

Worthy Master, your Committee are aware that comparative 
prosperity seems to have smiled upon our Order during the past 
twelve moDths, but in view of the fact that we have two thous- 
and dollars less invested in government securities than we bad 
one year ago, and in order to place the continaed ani permanent 
existence of the National Grange beyond a perad venture, we 
have deemed it the part of wiJ^dom for this body to frame the 
above, or an amendment of similar import, and submit it to the 
State Granges for ratification. 

Second ; Amend Article 3, Section 3 of the Constitution, so 
that it will regd, *' The National Grange shall meet annually on 
the third Thursday in January, at such place,*' etc. 

The purpose of this change is two-fold. At present the Na- 
tional Grange meets on Wednesday. A large number of the 
State Masters cannot leave home on Monday and reach the 
usual place of meeting by Wednesday A. M. Hence they are 
compelled to travel on Sunday or be delayed on the route for 
twenty-f )ur hours, thereby incurring an unnecessary expense, 
and suffering, doubtless, considerable inconvenience. 

Again, a majority of the State Granges meet at so early a ''ate 
after the close of the National Grange Session, that it is imprac- 
ticable to lay before them the proceedings of the session, thereby 
destroying that intimacy which should exist between these 
bodies. Moreover, it is advisable, that the National Grange 
should meet at some suitable time as early as possible after the 
State Grange sessions shall have closed, in order that the mem- 
bers of the National Grange may present the wants of their re 
spective Granges, and thus, as far as practicable, conform the 
work of this body to the desires of the State Granges, thereby 
harmonizing the proceedings of the entire Order in the State and 
National Granges. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. J. M. Blanton,

The call of States for Reports of Masters was resumed, when, 
on motion of Bro. Brigham, O., it was 

Resolved, That each State Master be permitted to make his 
report in his own way. 

The following were then presented : 
DELAWARE. 

Henry Thompson, Master. Owing to the fact, that most 
of the Masters of the Subordinate Granges of Delaware were 
not posted in regard to the requirements of the resolution 
passed by the National Grange, I have been obliged to ad- 
dress an inquiry to each one of them, calling his attention to 
to the resolution and the duty required of him. Of the 
twenty-seven inquiries thus sent out, but sixteen have been 
responded to ; these, with the exception of three Granges, 
have reported a gratifying increase in membership, with the 
additional gratifying intelligence, that these accessions to our 
ranks have been of the prosperous and substantial class of 
farmers. The other three report a fair condition. 

The standing of those Granges not answering to the inqui- 
ries addressed, I have no means of knowing positively, at this 
time, but I am convinced, from what I have learned inciden- 
tally, that they are, with few exceptions, in fair standing. 

I take pleasure in reporting to you, the organization of four 
new Granges, each with a good membership, within the year 
just passed. 

There is a large part of the most thrifty and populous por 
tion of our State without Grange organization. Our need 
seems to be a want for lecturers and speakers. If these were 
at our command, and a proper effort made the coming win- 
ter, I am satisfied that we could add five hundred members 
to our ranks, and put new life into all of our Subordinate 
GrRUges. 

The good that has already resulted from a recent visit in 
Delaware from Bro. Whitehead, Past IjPcturer of the Na- 
tional Grange, has convipced me, that although the <^range 
pres8,properly supported and su^tained.is a mighty lever in our 
work, and we are obliged to acknowledge its usefulness in our 
State, yet the living speaker who is thoroughly conversant 
with the principlSs upon which our Order is founded, has an 
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work, than any other agency of which I have knowled^^ . 
but to obtain these requires more means than we can cohj. 
mand, and although our leaders have made their work f qj. 
the Grange, in a great measure, a labor of love, we cannot 
expect them to use their time without requisite compensation. 

ILLINOIS. ' 

E. A. GiLLER, Master. From all the information I have 
received and the observations I have made during the past 
year, I consider the Order of Patrons of Husbandry in the 
State of Illinois on a firm and durable basis. True, our ap- 
par'nt loss is about ten per cent, but what is lost in numbers, 
is, I think, more than made up in efficiency. Our organiza- 
tion is more thorough, and at this time commands the respect 
of all classes. Eight years ago we were a large, half-orga- 
nized mob, to day we are a small, compact, well-drilled army 
of veterans. Never before in the world's history, had the 
agriculturists of any nation such an opportunity of making 
their wants known and their power felt ; the machinery is all 
but perfect, and through it we can make our wants known to 
those whom we have placed at the head of afFriirs. 125 Granges 
paid dues during the year, which shows a loss, as I said before, 
of ten per cent.r-3779 received the A. W., as against 432S 
in 1882. We have organized one new Grange during the 
year, and our County Granges have many of them taken steps 
to do away with the old delegate system, and are going to 
vfprk in regular Pomona form, from which good results are 
expected. Co operation has generally been disastrous to the 
Order, simply from a want of strict adherence to one of the 
cardinal principles of the Order, viz., to buy for cash and to 
sell for cash only, and to the fact that in general, we were 
obliged to depend on those outside the gates to transact our 
business for us, many of whom were careless and indifferent, 
and some not above suspicion. What we have lost in money, 
has in many cases been gained in experience, and it is more 
difficult to fleece the poor Granger than it formerly was. Dis- 
honest officials have likewise been a great injury to the Order 
in Illinois, not only in the thousands of dollars which thfey 
stole, but in the impression that went out to the outsiders as 
well as to those within I he gates. In conclusion, I would 
say, that those who think the Grange dead in Illinois, and 
undertake to bury the same, will find that they have a most 
lively corpse on their hands. 
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IOWA. 

B. W. Jones, Master. Iowa is yet on the stand-still as to 
increase or decrease in membership, except that we have ihe 
l;est class returning to the Grange. 

The debt of the Iowa Slate Grange has been paid at 
the rate of one thousand dollars per year for the last four 
years, and I think that cur next State Grange will put us on 
our feet again and out of debt. We have worked for nothing, 
and paid our own expenses to the State Grange. We publish 
our Grange Visitor ouce in three months ; this seems to be toa 
seldom to be effective. We have driven the drive well 
fraud out of our Slate, and we have the Courts on our side 
on the barbed wire patent, so much so, that there have been 
two barb factories started up in our town since last June, 
which has brought the price of wire down from ten and a half 
cents to six cents per pound. 

There is good material in our State for the Order, and when 
they see Iheir way clear, they will make a leap onward and 
report progress that will stay. One of our old members in 
our Subordinate Grange, who left the Grange some years 
ago, joined again last spring, and said that he came to stay 
this time, because, said he, '' You are getting the best people 
in the country, and my wife thinks more of it now than ever. " 

KANSAS. 

William Sims, Master. It is impossible for any one to 
give exact information, at any given date, as to the numerical 
strength of our Order in Kansas. Many of our Granges can- 
not be induced to report promptly, hence the books of o»r 
Secretary and his reports to this body, cannot at all times, 
be depended upon as showing the actual number of working 
Granges, or the membership in good standing. While his 
reports, for the year just closed, show a decline, I am satis- 
fied, from information received from his office and from other 
sources, that very slight, if any, losses have been sustained. 

As a rule, our Granges work well ; co-operation is a suc- 
cess, and our membership appreciate the benefits derived 
from our Order ; but farmers generally, Tail, as yet, to recog- 
nize the importance of working together through organization. 

LOUISIANA. 

D. MoTfGAN, Master. The Louisiana State Grange was 
organized October 20th, 1882, hence there were no means at 
hand to place lecturers in the field the present year. And 
as it seemed impossible to revive the Order without somie 
system of traveling lecturers, it became necessary that the 
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Master should take the field, which required a heavy sacri- 
fice of hie raeans and personal interest ; but for the good of 
the Order the sacrifice was met, and his labors have be^n 
crowned with as great success as we could have hoped for, 
with the limited means at hand. 

Whilst there have been no new Granges organized, the in- 
creased number of Subordinate Granges re-organized, has 
• been about 4l) per cent., and the increase Of membership has 
been about 50 per cent. Our efforts in the interest of the 
Order, have been greatly strengthened by the distribution of 
Gninge papers, that have been so liberally furnished by our 
able editors, to whom the Order in Louisiana will ever feel 
grateful. 

As to the successful growth of our Order, Louisiana is 
probably situated differently from most of our States, as over 
half the State is engaged in the production of sugar and rice 
only, which portions are to a great degree inaccessible to our 
Order. Our State has been visited the present season, with 
a a unprecedented amount of malarial fever, which has greatly 
retarded our progress. Yet our people have been fully 
aroused to the importance of co-operation, both as to their 
educational and commercial interests. In sections of the State 
' wh^e our people are too sparsely settled to form co-operative 
business associations, they have adopted the,order system as 
perfected by your Executive Committee, which has proven 
highly satisfactory. 

The value of Grange property in halls, amounts to some 
$2000. Number of co operative business associations, six. 
Amount of capital invested in co-operative business asso- 
ciations, $4500. 

Our people are taking a much deeper interest in the cause 
of education. In communities where the membership is 
sufficient, co-operative schools have been established and sus- 
tained by the Order. 

As our officers have given their services the present year 
without compensation, and the members of the State Grange 
will defray their own expenses, tiiere will have accumulated 
a small fund, which we will expend in placing lecturers in 
the field the coming year. With such helps we look forward 
and expect great additions to our numbers. In portions of 
the State where the membership was sufficient, Pomona 
Granges have been organized and are found to be of great 
, benefit in strengthening the Subordinate Granges. 

The portion of the report on Agricultural Colleges was 
referred to the Committee on Education. 
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MAINE. 



Fred. Bobib, Master. There has been a steady incnrease 
of membership during the past two years of nearly fifty per 
centum. At our last annual meeting of the . Maine State 
Grange,, Dec, 1882, the Secretary of that body returned a 
membership of 10,550, which was a net gain in one year of 
2,206 members. I have recently been informed by him, that 
a Corrected and fuller return from the Subordinate Granges, 
than the one rendered to the Worthy Master of the National 
Grange, will give in 1883, a membership of 12,240, an in- 
crease of 1495 members since our last annual meeting. I 
feel sure that the eflSciency and practical advantages of the 
Order to the farmers in Maine, has been much in advance of 
its numerical increase. I am able to testify to the fact, that 
in those counties where the Granges are most numerous, 
and show the greatest strength, we find the best development 
of Grange principles. The Granges are most successful 
which enjoy the ownership of their buildings, the conscious- 
ness of which carries with it the influence of a permanent 
home, which can also be utilized as a place where farmers can 
. secure the advantages of co-operation in purchasing articles 

needed on the farm, from the cheapest market. > 

In the county "Of Waldo, which is our banner county, rep- 
resenting twenty-eight towns, there are twenty-five Subordi- 
nate Granges, with a memberahip of nearly three thousand. 
^ These ratrons are an element of power in this county 

where there is a compact population of 32,437, which includes 
the city of Bslfast I can readily see the beneficial effects 
of this power in this county on the social, political, and intel- 
lectual status of the farmer ; it cannot be over-estimated ; 
the Grange holds the fort in this county, and the results 
should be a powerful incentive for other counties to do like- 
wise. We have added ten new Granges to our number during 
the past year and now number 178 in active working order. 
Although the Grange has added nearly 4000 members during 
my adnimistration, £ claim no particular distinction of credit ; 
it is the result of indefatigable and honest efforts of a united, 
earnest brotherhood. Considering the fact that the State is 
comparatively sparsely settled, there being over 17,000 squafre 
miles of territory, where there is not a single inhabitant ; 
with a State population of 649,000, we probably have com- 

?aratively the largest Grange population of any State in the ' 
Tnion. 
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MARYLAND. 



H. O. Devkies, Master. In this, my Annual Tleport to 
this body, I take pleasure in statinsT that the condition of 
the Order of Patrons of Husbandry, in our State, is not only 
hopeful, but encouraging. We have had a healthy growth 
in our membership during the year, and of a class, mainly, 
who hitherto were not in accord with the Grange movement ; 
but now, being convinced of the prosperity, as well as the 
necessity of organization among farmers, they, I think, have 
come to stay. Our loss, except by death, has been less, by 
far, than any year of my administration; while the acces- 
sions have been greater, probably as much as all the years 
combined. This may, as yet, not have appeared by our of- 
ficial reports, as some of our best Granges, otherwise, do not 
attend strictly to the payment of State dues until the close of 
the year. The attendance at our meetings has not improved 
much, except in some quarters ; the proper selection of Mas- 
ters has much to do with this question, in my judgment. 
Two dormant Granges have been re-organized, with fair 
prospects of success. 

It has not been our purpose so much to organize new 
Granges, as to strengthen those already in existence. We 
feel confident, that the exemplification of our principles, to 
the letter, by act and deed, by those already in the fold, will 
do more for the Organization than the ingathering of thou- 
sands of the untutored, with no one to instruct as to the true 
purpose and interest of our principles. 

Our Business Agency has had a stimulating effect with 
many, and has, doubtless, contributed to our gain in mem- 
bership. The Houa© still prospers, and now proves to be a 
strong bond in holding our people together. Besides the ad- 
vantage gained through this instrumentality, as a means of 
sale of our products, as well as purchase of supplies, its cap- 
ital has become an item which wide-awake Patrons do not 
lose sight of. The changed method of transacting our busi- 
ness at our Agency meetis with general favor ; and if the re- 
sults of the business be endorsed, as the figures seem to war- 
rant, our House will be placed upon the road to become a 
leading factor in commercial interests in our great city. We 
have paid more attention to the Lecture and Educational 
work during the past year than formerly ; the fruits of which 
are apparent. To this end it will be my purpose to direct 
special efforts for the future. 
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MASSACHUSETTS. 

Ja8. Draper, Master. It is my pleasure to report a 
marked increase in the growth and influence of the Order in 
Massachusetts. 

The reports to the State Secretary show a net gain of some 
4'» per cent, during the past year ; which, taken in connec- 
tion with the gain of over 50 per cent, the previous year, 
showij that we have more than doubled our membership 
within two years. 

We have organized five new Gmnges since the last meeting 
of this body, each with a full quota of charter members. 
Tliese new organizations have been worked up with a correct 
understanding of the aims and purposes of the Order, and 
embrace in their membership the most active, progressive, 
and influential farmers in their several towns. 

The Grange meetings have been full of interest, and the 
Educational work of the Order has become very prominent 
in nearly all the Granges. 

The ritual w^ork has been brought up to a higher stand- 
ard ; and the conferring of degrees in strict conformity tor 
the Ritual, in which there has been, in some cases, a healthy 
rivalry between Granges to do the work most perfectly, has 
had a good effect upon all the other Granges in their vicinity. 

In the matter of discipline in the prganization, we have 
made great progress, when we consider the condition the 
Order was in a few years ago. The work of incompetent 
deputies, at the formation of a Grange, has done much injury 
in this direction, which has taken years of patient labor to 
overcome. In the reformation of this work, I have had the 
hearty co-operation of a large proportion of the Granges, who 
realize the vast importance of having the laws and usages of 
the Order respected and obeyed. *^ 

The past season's work in the Lecture field, in which the 
oflicers of the State Grange have been aided by Bro. C. L. 
Whitney, of Michigan, has been productive of much good ; 
and the twenty-five lectures delivered by him, in which so 
much sound Grange doctrine has been disseminated, has 
done much towards removing prejudice among those not 
members of the Order, and bringing the ritual work up to 
a higher standard. 

The work of the County Grange, to which I have often 
alluded in my reports to this body, has achieved greater suc- 
cess the past year than at any previous time in their history. 
I place great stress upon the open afternoon sessions of the 
organization, where many of the questions that have an im- 
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portant bearing upon the Agricultural industry, have been 
ably discussed, and the extended reports made by the repre- 
sentatives of the leading journals in their vicinity, has given 
our work a wide-spreaaiufluence, that are already producing 
very favorable results. 

The Co-operative business enterprises of some of the 
Granges have been generally satisfactory, and this feature is 
becoming one of greater prominence than formerly. 

The financial condition of our State Grange is now on a 
sound basis ; and with a good working force in our member- 
ship, we hope for still greater prosperity as an organization, 
in the years to come, 

MICHIGAN. 

C. G. Luce, Master. In numerical strength, there has 
been but little change in Michigan during the last year. 
Seven new Granges have been organized. Three dormant 
ones reviyed. Six or seven that were alive one year agQ, are 
now sleeping or dead. Most of those that were strong and 
hopeful then are still stronger now. In quite a number of 
weak ones, no progress has been made. 

I have made an earnest effort to obtain accurate informa- 
tion in regard to the actual condition of each Subordinate 
Grange in the "^taie. It also seemed desirable to ascertain 
the cause of failure or weakness, and the means by which, in 
other cases, success was achieved. To this end the following 
circular letter was prepared, and a copy addressed to the 
Master of each of the 312 Subordinate Granges that had been 
reported to my office ; 268 of these have been filled up and 
returned to me : 

MASTER'S OFFICE, 

GiLEAD, Branch County, Mich., 1883. 
Bear Sir and Brother : 

The National Grange, at its Session in November, 1880, 
adopted the following Resolution : 

'* Resolved, That in order to restore the lost connection 
between the National Grange and Subordinate Granges, the 
Masters of Subordinate Granges shall be and are hereby re- 
quired to submit to State Masters Quarterly Reports, as to 
their general condition ; also as to the progress made in co- 
operation, transportation, legislation, and business agencies, 
together with the success or non-success, and the causes lead- 
ing thereto." 

At the Session of 1881, this was amended as to time, 
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makiiior it obligatory to make such Reports semi-annuallj, 
ins eatl of quarterly. 

For the pui-pose of carrying into effect this requirement of 
the National Grange, I have prepared tlie following series of 
questions : 

1. Is the general condition of your Grange prosperous ? 

2. Are the members hopeful or despondent ? 

3. Are they harmojiious or discordant ? 

4. How often does your Grange meet ? 

5. Is the attendance good ? 

6. What course do you pursue to interest the members ? 

7. Do you adopt for discussion the questions recommended 

by the Lecturer of the National Grange ? 

8. Do you discuss the Patent Right law ? 

9. Do you discuss the Transportation question ? 

10. How many of the families, or what proportion, take the 

Visitor ? 

11. What seems to be the result or effect of reading the 
V Visitor, by members of your Grange ? 

\ 12. Do you trade at co-operative stores, or patronize Grange 
agencies ? 

13. If so, what ones ? 

14. Has the result been satisfactory ? 

15. Do you keep a supply of goods for distribution at your 

Grange hall ? 

16. Do you own a hall ? 

17. If not, in what place do you meet ? 

18. Do you meet in town or country ? 

And now. my esteemed Brother, do not fail to fill out this 
blank in full, and return to me on or before the First of Oc- 
tober n6xt. 

From these Reports, I desire to compile my Report to the 
National Grange. 

I am pleased with and proud of the Granges of Michigan, 
and very much desire to be able to make a couiplete report 
of their progress in the good work which we have taken in 

hand. 

Master Midiigan iState Grange . 

The purpose of this Report can be accomplished in no othfir 
way so well as by presenting a compiled stateinent of the re- 
plies to the eighteen questions proposed.. 

1st. To the first question, 208 replied that they were pros- 
perous ; 54, that they were not. As I understand the ques- 
tions and answers, prosperity does not necessarily imply 
an increase in members ; but that they possess^ in and of 
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themselves, elements of life, strength, and future success. 
And this is the condition of 208 Granges reporting prosper- 
ous. Numbered wiih the 54 are quite a number with evi- 
dence of a bright future, but are not now prospering as they 
would like to. 

2d. 217 respond hopeful ; 45 answer rather despondent. 

{5d. 238 are harmouious ; 23 that there are elements of 
discord. 

4th. 46 meet once each week ; 189 once in two weeks ; 
22 once each month. Of the latter, very few are on the list 
of prosperous Granges. 

5th. The attendance is good in 191 ; not good, 55. 

The average atiencfance is better in those Granges that 
meet once in two weeks than in those that meet either once 
a week or once a month. 

6th. What course do you pursue to interest the members ? 
In no part of Grange work are the changes wrought by the 
ten years' experience so marked, or the tendency of the Order 
so clearly defined as it is in the replies to this question. 236 
answer, literary exercises ; 6, buying and selling ; 19, nothing 
in particular. 

Literary exercises have a wide application. They comprise 
readings, recitations, essays, music, debates, and discussing, 
of questions relating to the farm and home, as well as the 
rights and duties appertaining to citizenship. In many cases, 
these exercises are conducted in accordance with a prepared 
programme ; and, in some cases, a regular course of study is 
adopted. This course relates to agriculture or kindred sub- 
jects. It is, perhaps, needless to say that those reported as 
doing nothing in particular, are not numbered with the 
hijjjhly prosperous. 

7th. 97 reply that they do adopt for discussion, to a greater 
or less extent, the questions proposed by the Lecturer of the 
National Grange ; and 168 do not. 

8th. 172 discuss our Patent Right laws, and several report 
that they curse them, too ; 96 do not consider them. 

9th. 161 talk of the Transportation question ; 92 do not. 

lOth. 68 report that one-fourih of the families subscribe for 
the " Grange Visitor ;" 73, that one-half do so ; 53, that three- 
fourths do ; 71, that all do ; 4, none do so. 

11th. 251 reply that the result has been good. Upon no 
other subject is there so great unanimity as upon this. Some 
add that the *' Grange Visitor" is all that saved them ; 16 
answer that there is no visible effect. 

12th. 173 do something in the way of business co-opera 
tion ; 6, large number of these purchase their goods of o_ 
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through the Grange store at AUegon, and, with one excep- 
tion, with satisfactory results. 

There are now twelve co-operative stores in existence in 
the State, and all seem to be doing well. 

16. 126 own their own hall ; 141 do not. With few ex- 
ceptions, those owning their homes are prosperous and hope- 
ful of the future ; 141 meet in the country ; 126 in village or 
city. 

There is a popular belief that, as a rule, meeting in the 
country promotes prosperity. While these returns indicate a 
balance of interest in the country, yet they demonstrate the 
fact that, with the right material, a iirange can be highly 
successful, and hold its meetings in the city. Allegon Grange 
meets in the city of Allegon, a town of 4,000 inhabitants ; 
Capital Grange meets in Lansing, the capital of the State. 
Each of these Granges number nearly or quite 300 members. 
They are the largest in the State. There are many other 
highly prosperous Granges that hold their meetings in cities 
or villages. Our State Grange maintains its strength and 
vigor. Its meetings are active and enthusiastic. Fintincially, 
it is strong. It has been fairly successful in all of its efforts ^ 
to promote the general good. Our land-plaster contest has 
saved to the farmer many thousands of dollars. In this we 
are still entirely successful. 

I'^Our contests in the Courts with Patent Right raiders have 
saved many thousand dollars more. The Grange is now 
making the fight against the drive-well swindle. Indeed, 
the Grange has made its influence for good felt in so many 
ways and places, that most of our farmers have learned to 
regard it as a sort of necessity to their well being, the same 
as our common school system. 

With so much to encourage, we feel safe in hoping for a 
brilliant future for the Order in the State of Michigan. 

MINNESOTA. 

S. E. Adams, Master. Nothing particularly encouraging 
cau be reported from Minnesota, and at the same time nothing 
really discouraging presents itself to the careful observer. 
Bro. T. A. Thompson, Past Lecturer of the ITational Grange, 
was elected and installed State Lecturer, and it was expected 
from his labors to secure valuable results. The conversion 
of broad acres in Dakota, into golden grain fields, tempted 
our Worthy Lecturer, and he yielded. Hence, no missionary 
work of special importance has been done this year in our 
jurisdiction. 

A knowledge of th« true condition of the Order can not 
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be ascertained, on account of the negligence of Subordinate 
Grange officers in furnishing promptly their quarterly reports 
when due. Time, however, will rectify this, when our people 
are properly educated in business practices. Members of the 
Order and faroiers generally, give too little heed to the cus- 
toms of business men. 

History repeats itself, and the seaspn in which a Presiden- 
tial campaign takes place is usually marked with financial 
stringency and depression. As a rule, adversity provokes 
thought, establishes mental and moral discipline, eliminates 
the unnecessary and superfluous, arid persistently seeks reme- 
dies for existing wrongs. As a consequence, in Minnesota 
and elsewhere throughout the land, we may reasonably ex- 
pect a revival of the good work, an augmented membership, 
and a solidification of the grand Order. 

The income of our agricultural lands has been applied to 
the organization of a Department of Agriculture in our Slate 
University, and it affords me great pleasure to inform this 
body that a Worthy brother fills the Professor's chair. Our 
State Grange is offered every convenience to hold its annual 
sessions at the State University. 

Under the auspices of Professor Porter, a course of lec- 
tures from the most renowned agriculturists of the country, 
was instituted and continued some weeks last winter. Duty 
requires the statement, nevertheless, that our farmers do not 
patronize the Agricultural College, nor did they attend the 
lectures as they should have done. Great reforms only 
through long suffering and continued time are wrought. 

Burdened by no debts, per diem allowances rescinded, a 
nominal salary only to the Secretary, the State Grange of 
Minnesota has a sounder footing to-day than at any time 
since its organization in February, 1869. Calling into requi- 
sition more field work, we hope to be able to make a better 
exhibit in our next annual report, if life and health be spared. 

On the whole the outlook in our State is not disheartening. 

MISSOURI. 

H. EsHBAUQH, Master. The Order in Missouri, as in other 
States, has its seasons of adversity as well as prosperity. 
During the first )ialf of the present year, we had to contend 
with many unfavorable circumstances, which not only hin- 
dered our progress, but resulted in loss. 

But during the last four or five months we have been gain- 
ing and are now recovering some of our loss, and prospects 
are again hopeful and growing brighter. ITumerical strength 
is not all th^^t is desirable, neither is it always reliable ; hence 
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we depend more on the intellectnal advancement in the Order 
for its future prosperity and welfare. That the work in our 
Slate is getting to be better understood and more successfully 
carried on, is clearly demonstrated by the fact, that co-opeia- 
tion is more generally practiced. We have a number of suc- 
cessful co-operative associations in the Slate that are in a 
healthy and prosperous condition, and are destined to do 
great good. Our Mutual Co-operative Insurance Associations 
are a success, and we are now inaugurating a Co-operative 
Life Insurance Association, from which we expect good 
results. All things considered, I look upon the Order in the 
State as reasonably healthy, with future prospects hopeful and 
encouraging. 

NEW JKRSET. 

I. W. Nicholson, Master. I am happy to state that reports 
from the Masters of Subordinate Gianges, have been more 
promptly made the present year, and the result shows, that where 
earnest work has been done, a larger increase from initiation has 
resulted than at any time since their organization. 

One new Grange has been organized and one Dormant Grange 
revived. It seems to be next to an impossibility in New Jersey, 
to maintain a really live Grange in a county town, showing con- 
clusively that agricultural organizations in the State succeed best 
in agricultural districts 

Co operation to a limited extent, is practiced in all the good 
working Granges, yet the contiguity to the large cities prevents 
it from being so effectually adopted for many things that are in 
geneial use, but fertilizers and many bulliy articles are obtained 
mainly in this way. 

There appears to be a growing convincement among the mem- 
bers in the State of the necessity of Grange halls, and where 
they exist a greater interest is manifested both in education and 
co-operation. 

It is absolutely certain, the continued prosperity of the Order 
depends upon the example and individual eflort ut the members 
of the Subordinate Granges. 

NEW YORK. 

W. A. Abmstrokg, Master. During the past year New York 
has maintained the rate of progress reported at the last session. 
Then the gratifying fact appeared, that each quarter of the pre- 
ceding year, exhibited gain in membership as compared with the 
corresponding quarter of the preceding year^^ and the new 
Gianges added materially to the substantial strength of the 
Older. In ^he past year sixteen Granges have been instituted in 
New York, and older organizations have had considerable acccs- 
ions, as seen in the dues reported, which are greater than for

- the preceding year, thus aflFording an evidence of growth tangi- 
ble and posiiive. The influeDces now exei ted tending to solidify 
the Older, are mainly ihe- material benefits gathered through 
association, and the gratification felt in the exercise of power 
attained through concentrated effort directed to the purification 
of government. 

The Granges of New York have established claim to recogni- 
tion by real achievements. An agricultural experiment station, 
supported by liberal appropriations, is the direct product of 
Grange effurt. Millions of value insured against fire by the co- 
operative agreement of owners, have encouragtd and augmented 
self reliance. More important still, is the power exerted bv inde- 
pendent voters shown in the last two general elections ; this 
power having its origin in the Order that annoys partisan leaders 
by refusing dictation that degrades the citizen and con upts the 
souice of government. In a word, the Order in New York 
having become a concrete power in public affairs, has by its 
discreet exercise earned respect and established its right to exist, 
and I think will put its impress upon the administration ot affairs 
in such manner as to secure to all citizens larger measure of 
benefits. 

NORTH CAROLINA. 

W. R. Williams, Master. The Grange "still lives" in North 
Carolina, and from what I can ascertain trom the few Masters of 
the Subordinate Granges that have re^ orted, and from the assu- 
rance of the Secretary, it is stronger, firmer, and more prosper- 
ous than one year ago. I have signed seven new charters since 
I have been Master, (which is less than a year) and one Dormant 
Grange has been revived. 

The Order is now mostly confined to a small portion of the 
State. There are two District Granges ; they have under their 
supervision and control (one entire, the other largely) two agri- 
cultural fairs which are highly successful and infiuential, and 
are considered permanent institutions. The Patrons of Hus- 
bandry have a number of co operative stores and schools, well 
supported and attended. Wherever the Order exists it exerts a 
good infiuence, plain and palpable to all. The Grange has much 
opposition here. There is perhaps no State so badly dominated 
by "bosses" as North Carolina, and in the same proportion is 
the Grange opposed by them. The mortgage system, by which 
many a poor farmer is -'run " by the merchant or speculator, has 
had, and is still having a baneful influence upon the Grange, by 
prohibiting co operation in the purchase ol farm necessities, in 
pecuniary affairs, and educational enterprises. During the sum- 
mer and fall, notwithstanling my exceedingly delicate health, I 
traveled over much of the State, and found everywhere that the 
most needful of all things to make the Order prosperous and pro- 
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greasive, is a good, hard working lecturer. Unfortunately for 
us, we are too impecunious to place him in the field ; and yet I 
can but hope and faithfully believe there is a brighter future 
before us ; that the farmer will, when he becomes better educa- 
ted, see the need of a closer fraternity, and the advantages of cur 
organization, which only our noble Order can give. 

OHIO. 

J. H. Bbioham, Master. In obedience to the requirements of 
this body, 1 submit the following report of the condition of the 
Order in Ohio. The reports of the year show that one new 
Grange has been organized, and two Dormant Granges reorga- 
nized. Fifty-eight charters have been surrendered or suspended 
for non payment of dues. And we have lost in numbers eight 
hundred and thirty-nine members. I regret this exceedingly, 
and confidently hope and expect that the December reports will 
make a more favorable showing. The loss in Ohio is not because 
of any rejection of the principles upon which our Order is 
founded, but is rather the result of neglect in attendance upon 
stated meetings of tLe Order, and a consequent loss of interest in 
the details of our work. We need earnest, persistent labor 
among the farmers in Ohio, and the circulation of solid, substan- 
tial reading matter. I think that intelligent farmers outside of 
the Grange are looking upon the organization with more favor 
to day than ever before, and only await a forward movement 
upon our part to induce them to join our ranks. - 1 am not at all 
discouraged at the condition of the Order in Ohio. The unfa- 
vorable season, poor crops, and great labor to obtain even the 
small crops grown, has so occupied the attention of our mem- 
bers, that the reported losses were to be expected. We still have 
the "Old Guard'* left, none of whom will surrender until the 
summons come irom One whose power no mortal can success- 
fully resist. The reports received from Masters are, with only 
one exception, encouraging. Many young people are coming 
into our Granges, bringing with them an earnest purpose to push 
on the work which we have begun. 

We are working in perfect harmony with all agricultural asso- 
ciations in the state, and our influence is seen and felt more and 
more each year. The State Board of Agriculture erected on 
their grounds this year, for our use, a commodious and beautiful 
hall, and we have airanged to hold an annual reunion at the 
time of the State iair. I am sure that these meetings will help 
us materially in Ohio. Other measures will be adopted to push 
forward the work, and I believe that the next annual report will 
show a decided advance in all parts of the field. 

OBEGON. 
R. P. BoisB, Master. S'nce my last report the Grange in 
Oregon has been steadily increasing in numbers. 100 new 
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Granges have been formed, and several Dormant Gran.^es re- 
vived. At the last'session of our State Grange, the report of 
our Worthy Secretary showed an increase in membership of 
about three hundred during the year, which was considerably 
better than the gain of the year previous 

In educational work our progress has been quite encouraging. 
Through the influence of the Order, our farmers in some sections 
of the State are manifesting a more special interest in improving 
the eflSciency of our common schools ; and in many places where 
there are Grange Halls, school houses are connected with them. 

The State Grange annually appoints a Committee whose duty 
it is to visit the State Agricultural College, and report as to its 
condition and progress. The President of the Agricultural Col- 
lege had for the last three years attended the annual sessions of 
' our State Grange, and lectured on subjects pertaining to Agri- 
culture. Many of the leading Trustees of the College are mem- 
bers of our Order, and all connected with its management are 
earnest in advancing practical agricultural education. In reply 
to a communication from me «s Master of the State Grange, 
President Arnold submitted a communication as to the Educa- 
tional work of the Institution,^'hich is herewith submitted. 
This educational work of the College is now but in its infancy 
and needs many new appliances and aids which experience and 
a better supply of funds will furnish 

In the matter of co operation in business, some of our County 
Councils, Pomona Granges and Subordinate Granges have been 
emmently successful. Several co-operative stores have been 
established by Subordinate Granges on the plan laid down in 
our Digest, which are doino: a good bu3iness and not only making 
large profits on the capital invested, but teaching the members 
the ways of commercial business, and the real value of the arti- 
cles they have to purchase to supply their farms and households. 

I know of on3 Subordinate Grange that commenced co-opera- 
tion in May, 1882, with a capital of $800 in cash, and by the Ist 
of April, 1883, when I visited them, had by keeping the profits 
in their business, increased their $800 to $2,160, and got the 
goods they consumed at the ordinary retail prices of the country. 
I think other Granges have done as well. I give these figures 
because I happen to have them, as a practical illustration of what 
can be done by co-operation prudently conducted on strictly 
Grange principles. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

L. Rhone, Master. It aff'ords me much pleasure to report 
that the material progress of the Order in Pennsylvania is de- 
cidedly encouraging, and compares favorably with other organ- 
izations and associations in the State. Over 1,000 members have 
been added ; 11 new Granges have been instituted, and 13 re-or- 
ganizations during the past year. 
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The system of co-operation in trade is very satisfactory, 
Tvhich is, perhaps, different from that in any other State. It 
consists in the Executive Committee making arrange ments with 
wholesale dealers, importers, and manufacturers to supply our 
members with merchandise in broken packages at the lowest 
wholesale prices, on presentation of orders under seal of Grange 
or ** trade card.'* Goods bought under these aftangements in 
person, must be paid for in cash at time of purchase ; and all 
orders, under seal of the Grange, in thirty days, the busines's 
houses alone assuming the responsibility of collection, thus re- 
lieving the State Gran/e of any financial responsibility in the 
transactions. These arrangements are generally made in o^e 
or two great commercial centres of the State, and cover almo^-t 
every line of traie needed by the farmer ; and the same in the 
sale of our farm products ; thus leaving the commercial business 
in the hands of (xperienced merchants, making our arran^e- 
meots only with old and reliable dealers who have the confidence 
of the public. This system hasjDroven verv satisfactory to our 
people, and is now saving for our members $50,000 annually — 
below retail prices. 

I would not be understood as condemning the co operative 
store system adopted by the National Grange, We have a num- 
ber in operation in Pennsylvania that are doina: a good and safe 
business, and are to be encouraged, when properly managed ; 
but we have had some sorry failures, too, which dragged tae 
Order down with them. 

We have kept our State Lecturer constantly in the field in 
those seasons of the year when it was practical for farmers to 
get up good meetings. Besides the Lecturer, many others were 
employed to speak. Our State Grange now appropriates $1,000 
for the extension of the Order iannually ; and this year appropri- 
ated $t,900 towards paying the expenses of the Delegates from 
the Subordinate Granges to the Annual S'ate Session. These 
appropriations are not in excess of the general revenues of our 
State Grange, besides the other current expenses, which are up- 
wards of $3,000. 

Our Annual Inter State Pic-nic and Exhibition was a greater 
success this year than any previous year. The exhibition of 
machinery was larger, the agricultural and horticultural products 
better ; to which was added a live stock department of perhaps 
the finest horses, cattle, swine, and sheep in the State ; even 
tfie departm nt of poultry was not overlooked. The sales of im- 
plements aad stock during the exhibition exceeded $95,000 

From the main stand speaking was had daily, discussing the 
great questions of political economy as they affpct the agricultu- 
ral class, the Governor and many public men of our State par- 
ticipating in the discussions. On the great questions of taxation 
and trans[>ortation our people are thoroughly aroused. Our 
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State Grange had bills prepared and submitted to the Le&:isla- 
ture, with messages from the Governor, directing the attention 
of the Legislature to the importance of relieving the agricultural 
class of the unjust burdens. This aroused the bitter oppositi >n 
of some of the political leaders of our State, which we were not 
fully able to overcome. We succeeded in placing them on rec- 
ord, so that we may know who are our friends. One of these, 
at the late election, Mr. Niles, the candidate for Auditor Gen- 
eral, run 7,000 behind his ticket, in the rural districts, and would 
have been defeated, had it not been for a political quarrel in 
Philadelphia. 

The spirit of harmony and prosperity is, iadeed, gratifying, 
and predicts an era of greater prosperity in our State, in the near 
future, in all our movements to secure the greater political equal- 
ity of our class,which has not met with a single opposition on the 
part of our membership, which indicates that our people are fully 
awake to their true interests. 

On motion of Bro. Rhone, Pa., the order of business was sus- 
pended for the purpose of giving Bro. Sturtevant, of Gteneva, N. 
Y., Director of the New York Experimental Agricultural Sta- 
tion, an opportunity of giving an account of the operations of the 
Station. 

Bro. Sturtevant was introduced, and gave a most interesting 
account of the work that is being carried on under his supervis- 
ion, and answered many questions proposed by the members. 

On motion of Bro. Giller, 111. , the thanks of the Grange, for 
the instructive address, were unanimously tendered to Bro. Stur- 
tevant. 

HeguliT order of business resumed. 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 

J N. Lipscomb. Master. In obedience to the mandate of the 
National Grange, I beg leave most respectfully to submit the fol- 
lowing Report: 

There have been organized two (2) new Granges, and re-or- 
ganized fifteen (15) "dormant" Granges. 

The Order, while not increasing largely, is hardening into a 
strong and healthy condition. The seeds sown by the Grange 
in South Carolina have borne a large and satisfactory yield in 
influence and effect upon the people, and upon public opinion 
and action. 

The action and legislation, as to Education, Transporta- 
t'on, Agricultural advancement, are some of the fruits of Grange 
culture and influence. The great need of the Order in South 
Carjlina is a systeai of lecturing that would be campletely inde- 
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pendent of any action of local Granges or patrons Now meet- 
ings and lectures are had by Granges that are prosperons and 
wealthy, and who not only di n't need help, but are anxious to^ 
show how well off they are, and how creditably they can acquit ' 
themseWes before Tisiting officials or the public. On the other 
hand, to Granges and localities where the Giange is langnishing 
and poor, officials are not inyited, but eyen are put ofi with apol- 
ogies and excuses, if meetings for lectures are suggested. These 
are the places to hold meetings and deliyer lectures entirely in- 
dependent of local situation. The large, strong and wealthy 
8tatC'S can and do employ professional lecturers, and support 
Grange organs, and walk grandly in the pride of their prosper- 
ity, while the small and weak States are being rapidly left in the 
rear. It is only a question of time when one by one the small 
and weak States will lose representation in tbe National Grange^ 
and finally di appear, unless through the libeiality of the large, 
strong, and wealthy States, in this body, an organized system 
of lecturing be instituted to preserve the very existence of the 
small and weak. 1 firmly belieye that a thorough canvass of all 
the States by a corps of official National Lecturers would put 
more money into the Natic nal Grange treasury than any other 
one plan that can be devised. This would be by immensely in- 
creasing the membership, and consequently the dues. Lectures 
are the one great need, and the only aid South Carolina asks of 
the National Grange. 

TENNESSEE. 

T. B. Harwell, Master. During the last twelve months, we 
have about maintained our status in Tennessee. The difficulties, 
want of means to canvass the State, and the comparative expanse 
of territory over which our Granges are scattered, have scarcely 
been diminished. We regret the existence of some lukewarm- 
ness in some sections of the State, perhaps extending little fur- 
ther than a failure to report regularly and promptly. In others, 
there has been a gratilying increase in activity and members. 
A large proportion of tbe few Granges in our midst have estab- 
lished CO operative stores, and are, in some instances, extending 
to other forms of co operative enterprise, all of which are pro- 
ving satisfactory as investments, and as bonds of union are 
strengthening the ties that bind our membership together. 

There is a more hopeful outlook for our Stale in the assurance 
that there is a slowly reviving interest in the Order in some sec- 
tions ; in the repeated assurannce in our correspondence, that 
there is in the debris of our Doimant Granges something still of 
the spirit that animated them in the days ot their prosperity. A 
brother wrote me a few days ago, that there were nine or ten 
members of his old Grange ready to reorganize whenever the 
requisite number for a working Grange could be obtained. This 
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18 the condition in numerous other communities, and our late 
8tate meeting, one of ihe most gratifying in the deeper interest 
and increased zeal manifested, we have attended for years, 
labored patiently and assiduously to devise means to meet the 
•wants of the Order in every section of the State. 

We derive further encouragement, not only from the growing 
conviction in the minds of fa? mers of the necessity for organiza- 
tion, but in the growing intelligence which is preparing the pub- 
lic mind for the employment of Grange methods to effect this 
important end. 

A member of a Grange that had been in active existence for 
yeais, said in my presence lately, that he was just beginning to 
comprehend the real objects of the Order. It has been shaping 
itself in the public mind, and has become a great and imperative 
need. Out of the increasing familiasity with Grange purposes 
and methods, we have a growing conception of how that need 
shall be supplied. Give uslight and the problem of Grange success 
in Tennessee will be solved We are free from a harden of debt 
that has weighed us down for years, and the future arises before 
us with brighter promise than for years. 

TEXAS. 

A. J. RosB, Master. In obedience to the requirements of law, 
it gives me pleasure to report, that the Order in Texas is pro- 
gressing. We have organized 22 new and reorganized 79 Sub- 
ordinate Granges'since our last report to this body ; however, 
some have become Dormant. In order to enable the Masters to 
make uniform reports, we prepared and mailed blanks, one to 
each Master ; 151 of these blanks were filled out, and returned 
in due time, showing on the 1st of January, 1883, a membership 
of 6.825 in good standing. Cwe have about 12,000 in good stand- 
ing) and on first day ot Oct. 7,017, making an increase of 1192. 

Of the 161 reporting fonly about half reporting) one-third of 
these meet twice a month, the remainder once regular, and have 
special meetings when necessary. Average attendance is 3,559. 
Forty- two own the halls in which they meet, others are building 
halls. Over two-thirds report that they are co-operating finan. 
cially and educationally. The State Grange, at its sessions in 
last August, appropriated $2,000 to be used as a Lecture fund. 
The Texas Co-operative Association, which met the week after, 
duplicated this amount The treasury of the State Grange is in 
a healthy condition. The Treasurer's third quarterly report 
shows $6 062.17 in the Treasury. 

The Texas co-operative association did a very successful 
business the past year ; sold over 16,000 bales of cotton, which 
is near double the number sold the previous year, with a large 
increase of other tarm products. Purchases made amounted to 
over 1600,000; net profits of the year's businesft $220,000. 
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Financial co-operation is successful with us wherever the rales 
are observed. The fact that we conflue our stock and profits 
to members of the Order does much to build up the Grange. 

Last December the Patrons of Husbandry organized a Publish- 
ing Company, and purchased the Texas Farmer^ the organ of 
t'le Texas State Grange. This business is conducted strictly on 
the co-operative plan. Patrons of Husbandry, Subordinate 
Granges and Co-operative Associations, scattered over the State 
liave stock in this association, The paper belonging to the 
.Order, they take more interest in it. This paper is aiding 
Urgely in educating and uniting the membership. We think 
this one of the best moves that the Order has made in our State. 
The power of the press cannot be denied. The ladies' depart- 
ment is a good feature. Information is the great need of the 
day with us ; as information is disseminated, interest is awakened. 
The press is the most ready means at onr command. We say, 
Worthy Master, the Order has made satisfactory progress the past 
year in our Jurisdiction. 

VERMONT. 

A. B. Franklin, Master. In accordance with a resolution 
passed by the National Grange, I herewith submit a report of 
the condition of the Order in the State of Vermont. I would 
ttiat it were possible for me to give a more flattering leport than 
I am able to do, for I must confess that the Order is not as pros- 
perous as it should be. 

Organized as we were with the financial feature made very 
prominent, the result has been that a large number of Subordi- 
nate Granges failing to receive that pecuniary benefit which was 
expected, soon withdrew from active participation in the affairs 
of the Order in the State, and are to day dead or in a dormant 
state. Many of these Granges, I feel assured, could be brought 
back to the fold and made useful, if adequate means were at 
hand for their resuscitation Unfortunately our means are limi- 
ted so that we have been unable to render that aid which is 
necessary to a.2:ain put the wheels in motion. 

We have in the State 74 Granges in good working condition, 
and which realize the importance of the great work which the 
Order is striving to do in our midst. These Granges are doing a 
good work in our State in an educational point of view, and 
helping very -materially in moulding public sentiment upon many 
of the questions which from time to time agitate our people. 

In the matter of Fire Insurance, it has done a good work by 
establishing companies free from the burdens of excessive insu- 
rance ; and also the matter of taxation in the State by the estab- 
lishment of new List- laws, has been largely reduced or more 
evenly distributed among our people, and which has been the 
outcome of the influence and work of the Order. 
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We have a Grange organ e3tablislied, The PUrorCs Rural^ 
from which good results are flowing, and from which we expect 
much. 

Finally, we have no cause for discouragement, and we may say 
that the Order is in as good or even better condition than for 
many years past. It is recognized as a power in our State, and 
its influence and teaching of that beneficent character which 
elevates and benefits all classes of our people. 

VIRGINIA.- 

J. M. Blantott, Master. The Order in the State of Virginia, 
I have reason to believe, his made some progress in the past 
year. The outlook in miny respects is encouraging, notwith- 
standing the difiiculties whii^h have hitherto and even now, 
stand in the way of successful organization of the farmers. The 
difficulties referred to are local in their cha'^cter, and can be 
only removed by wise legislation on the part of the State Grange^ 

WEST VIRGINIA. 

Jas. E. Hall. Master. While the Order in West Virginia has 
made little advancement, if any, in point of numbers since the 
last session of the Natiouiil Grange, an unmistakable increase of 
interest has of l»te been manifested, and, I am fully persuaded, 
the coming year will witness a revival of the Order in nearly all 
parts of the State. 

We labor under many peculiar disadvantages in West Virginia. 
No State can have excelled us in the number of injudicious or- 
ganizations, nor in the amount of unfavorable material contained 
in so many of our Subordinate Granges at time of organizUion. 

Our chief labor now is in undoing what has been done. It 
has been virtually impossible to visit the bulk of the Subordinate 
Granges, on account of the lack of public conveyances, and this 
same disadvantage has operated to render thorough co-operation 
amoni^ the Granges difficult. Our State, however, is now bein^ 
rapidly developed by railways, and this difficulty will, in some 
measure, be lessened. 

The one great need of the Order in West Virginia, is for the 
member^ihip to be more thoroughly informed as to the objects 
and purposes of the Grange Many Granges were instituled 
with very crude ideas of the aims of the Order, and, in a very 
short time, were more or less disappoiated, followed by dorman- 
cy, and in the end dissolution. 

The renewed interest, however, in the Order, not only among 
the members, but among those outside the gates, makes me quite 
hopeful of the immediate future of the Order in West Virginia. 
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WISCONSIN. 

8 C. Cakr, Master. The Order in Wisconsin is just about 
holding its own. One new Grange has been organized only da- 
ring the past year. Oar Patrons* Benevolent Aid Society, Co- 
operative Stores, and State Grange Agency are all in a healthy 
condition. 

The Bulletin, onr Grange paper, edited by H. B. Huxley, 
Secretary of State Grange, is doing a good work. The Agrical- 
tural College is struggling for life, but it seems hard work for it 
to live, tacked on as it is like a tail to the kite to our University. 
Prof. W. A. Henry, Professor of Agriculture, is working hard 
to build up the Institution ; he reports 9 students in the Agricul- 
tural Department, 20 in the Machine and Eagineering, and 4) in 
the Law Department, the Law overshadowing Agriculture to a 
large extent. We are making an effort to separate the institu- 
tions, but meet with strong opposition. ^ 

ALABAMA. 
B. C. Harrison, Master. The report from my State is not 
such as I would have it. The reports of Subordinate Granges to 
the Secretary of the State Grange have been sent in but slowly, 
and the Masters haye been requf sted time and again to forward 
them, yet they have failed to do so. During the year that has 
just passed, I have visited several portions of my State, and 
found the Grange spirit and feeling strong, and a determination 
on the part of the farmers to move on and upwards in the good 
work that they have undertaken. Where the Order is strong the 
people are prosperous and cheerful — wherever the Grahge has- a 
firm foothold the citizens are noted for their hospitality and mo- 
rality. In every community where we have an active working 
Grange, all have been greatly benefitted— greatly blessed. It has 
been a source of great gratification to see the wonderful changes 
wrought by the holy influences of the Order. The Sabbath is 
more strictly regarded ; dram or grog-shops are less irequented, 
and our churches and schools are building up and better attend* 
ed. I have addressed large gatherings of the good people of my 
State, and never have I known the finer feelings of gentle and 
refined women shocked by the coarse and vulgar oath of the ine- 
briate. With us the Grange is working wonders. Under its 
benign influences, schools for the instruction of our youth have 
been built, co operative stores have been established, and church- 
es are lifting their spires heavenwards, telling of an improved, of 
a higher manhood and womanhood. One year ago we num- 
bered 45 Granges— now we have, as the Worthy Master of this 
body can inform you— he having received a statistical report of 
the Order in Alabama from ijs Worthy Secretary— 72 live, work- 
ing, active Granges, with a membership of 2,50d. In our State 
T^e have a prosperous and flourishing agricultural and mechanl- 
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cal college, with a large attendance of the best youths of our 
nob!e Btate. The Orange, in a great measure, is now shaping 
legislation, and our legislative halls are filled with humble, yet 
noble tillers of the soil. We have an agricultural Bureau— the 
father of which is now Chairman of the Alabama State Orange 
Executive Committee, and who fills the honorable position of 
State Senator fiom our district. Thus you see, Worthy Master 
and members of the National Grange, that the Order in my 
State is acquiring an influence that will be felt for good in all 
ages yet to come. 

NEW HAMPSBIRE. * 

Geo. a. Wason, Master, in Grange work New Hampshire has 
enjoyed more prosperity than for years. Membership in the Sub- 
ordinate Granges has been increased. Three new Granges have 
been organized, six dormant ones revived, and one Pomona 
Grange organized, with 242 charter members. We have 63 
active working Granges, with an increase of membership since 
the last report to this body up to this date of 5( members. New 
interest seems to be awakened among our farmers on the Subject 
of organization for the agriculturallnterests. 

Pomona Grange and Council meetings, together with lectures 
and the Grange press have done much to enlighten the people 
on subjects of special interest to the farmers. The Grange has 
come to be felt in our State, as a power, an organized institu- 
tion, not for speculative gain or popular agrandisement, but for 
the lifting up of a class of our citizens to a higher and nobler ex- 
istence, enabling them, by monthly and semi-monthly teach- 
ings, to apply brain as well as muscle in the cultivation of their 
farms. The idea that the Grange was short-lived, has given 
place to the sober fact that it is a power in our midst for good, 
and thus come to stay. This fact is recognized by all classes in 
pur State ; and the old feeling of antagonism is fast giving place 
to one of respect and confidence. At our last State meeting, a 
a committee was appointed to test the merits of different farm 
implements and report at our next meeting. Many farmers have 
witnessed these exhibitions, and we believe they will result in 
much good to the Order in our State. 

Many Granges have and are soon to celebrate their first decade. 
These gatherings are full of interest not only showing numeri- 
cal strength, but their intellectual growth giving abundant proof 
of the advantages that this Order offers its members. 

Masters of Subordinate Granges have reported at least once 
during the year, and from these reports we find meetings well 
attended by the members ; about fifty per cent, are regular in at- 
tendance at each regular meeting. 

Since I have represented New Hampshire in this body, I have 
never felt the future so full of promise for our Order, as at this 
present time.

Bro. Lipscomb, 8. C, rose to a question of privilege, and called 
attention to a statement that had appeared in the public prints of 
this and other cities, to the effect, that this body had sent a dele- 
gation to wait on one of the Carididates for Speaker of the House 
of Reprcsentatiyes, and to express to him the sympathy of this 
Grange, and a wish for his success— and called on those who 
made the call for explanations.

From the Committee on Good of the Order: 

The Committee on Good of the Order, to which was referred 
the resolutions of the California and Michigan State Granges, in 
regard to a change in the regalia of the Order, beg leave to re- 
port that in some sections there seems to be an earnest desire to 
substitute a badge for the sash now in use. This desire is in- 
creased by the use of the badge by the members of the State 
Granges. The difficulty met with in keeping the sash in a neat 
and tidy condition, has rendered it decidedly objectionable to 
some members of the Order. And as the change will involve 
no change of principle, aim or object, your Committee are of the- 
opinion that whenever or wherever a Pomona or Subordinate 
Grange desires to make the change, permission fchould be given 
by the National Grange to do so. We therefore submit the fol- 
lowing resolution and ask its adoption : 

To effect this change in a Grange, a motion must be made at a 
regular meeting to adopt the badge in lieu of the eash. The mo-^ 
tion must then lie over until the next regular meeting of the 
Grange before taking a vote upon it. It must then, at a subse- 
quent meeting, be taken up under the head of new business, and 
receive a majority of the votes of all the voting members present 
to secure its adoption.

Your Committee on Good of the Order, to which was referred 
a resolution offered by Bro. Rose, in relation to printing an edi- 
tion of the Grange Song Book, with patent or shaped notes, has 
had the subject under consideration, and has made some inquiry 
in regard to the cost and demand of this kind of notes. As we 
are informed, they are only in use to a limited extent. We are 
also informed that this change in the form of ihe notes would be 
attended with a good deal of expense in printing, and while 
^ynur Committee would be glad to extend all the facilities practi- 
cable to all desiring to use the Song Book, yet I am instiucted 
to report the resolution back, with a recommendation that it do 
not pass. * C. G. LiCE, CAat>9nan.

Froni the Committee on Co operation : 
Worthy Master : 

Your Committee on Co operation have had under considera- 
tion that part of the Worthy Mabter*s address relating to Co-opera- 
tion, which was referred to them, and give it their hearty approval. 
It is evident that Co-operation was mtroduced into the Order as 
soon as its necessity became apparent. And from that time to 
the present, efforts have been made to educate our large mem- 
bership to more fully understand its principles, rise and applica- 
tion. But these efforts have generally been directed Vk ith a vii w 
of encouraging co operation in business enterprises. The Com- 
mittee are deeply impressed with its importance, and desire to 
give all the encouragement possible to co operative business asso- 
ciations in the Order, for the purpose of securing necessary sup- 
plies, or in disposing of surplus product and in providing for 
life and property insurance of our members, and in fact any and 
every legitimate co operative effort that can in any way be made 
to contribute to the prosperity and welfare of the Order. 

Millions of dollars are saved to members annually by the co* 
operative assuciationff now in successful operation. And millions 
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more can be saved annually under wise and economic manage- 
ment co-oper>itive1y applied upon correct business princliiles. 

We therefore call attention to the oft-repeated admonition, that 
co-operation in business enterprises, means to confine co-opera- 
tive association, as far as possible, within the Order ; to unite 
energy, effort and influence with sufficient capital for practical 
use ; to strictly adhere to the cash system in buying and selling ; 
to conduct all business upon business principles, managed by 
honest, capable business managers ; to exercise caution and 
economy in all business transactions ; to Oivide net profits 
equitably among c o-operators ; in short, to strictly follow the 
Roachdale plan of business co operation as heretofore recom- 
mended by the National Grange. These rules are the safeguards 
to these associations, the anchor that.will hold them sure and 
steadfast as long as they are strictly adhered to. 

But Co-operation is not confined to business enterprises alone, 
it goes beyond and w far reaching in its various forms and diver- 
sified application, and we are led to the belief, that the true prin- 
ciples of Co operation are not well understood, notwithstanding 
the repeated consideration of the subject ; for were it correctly 
understood and its power for usefulness more fully comprehen- 
ded, it would surely be more generally practiced where we de« 
S're to accomplish uniform and successful results. 

Correct knowledge of the true system of Co-operation and 
loyalty to its principles, and a correct application of its use^ 
whether in the purchasing of supplies, selling surplus product, 
or in any business enterprise, or whether for social, intellectual 
or moral culture, or for a higher elevation jn life, or whether for 
the relief from the burdens of injustice we have borne, in these 
many years, or whether to create a deeper interest in Grange 
meetings, and for greater prosperity in the .Order, will lead to 
positive and satisfactory results. And when not so understood 
and so employed, will often produce failures and disappointments. 

Co operation is indispensable in our work when good results 
are the objects sought, whether in Subordinate, Pomona, State 
or National Granges. And the results produced by co-operative 
eflbrts in any line of business, or in any work for Grange pur- 
poses, depends largely upon the knowledge we have of its general 
use and application, for it is only after we understand it in its 
true light, that we can unite proper efforts and influence in any 
special or general direction. A correct understanding of this 
subject enables the co operator to dismiss that selfishness which 
cultivates too much of that individualism that destroys the con- 
fidence that should exist in and among co operators, and among 
members generally. It teaches that individuality must yield to 
a higher degree of social culture that feels for the wants of 
others, and brings us to the realization of the fact, that our inter- 
ests are closely interwoven with each other, and that oar welfave 
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is largely dependent upon each other, and that life and life's 
blessings are best enjoyed when all are the recipients of merited 
rights and rewards. Wtien Go-operatton is thus properly under- 
stood, then Will we more fully realize, that indiTidaally we can 
accomplish but little in any great work, exert but little influence 
for good in any direction ; bnt when united upm the true 
principles of cooperation, our work, effort, and influence, aQ<t 
even our iDtelligence, become united and directed in the sams 
channels at the same time, and for the same purpose. Individu- 
al force is consolidated in a co operative way, and its power for 
usefulness is increased to such an extent, that doubts are re 
moved and certainties establisbed. 

Cooperation is the basis upon which rests the future welfare 
and the perpetuity of the Order of Patrons of Husbandry. It is 
the foundation, the very corner stone upon which rests the entire 
structure. There is not a feature named, nor a principle in- 
volved in the organization but what can be made a grand success, 
if we but employ Co-operation in its true sense. 

Take the work of the Grange from its earliest days to the 
present, and nowhere have successful results been attained where 
Co-operation has been neglected ; and wherever it has been 
properly applied, success crowned the effort. It is indispensable 
in organizing a Grange, in holding Grange meetings, in making 
them interesting and profitable, as well as in business relations. 
And the only reasonable conclusion why it is not more gener- 
ally employed, is that it is not sufllciently understood to be prop- 
erly appreciated. 

At the Twelfth Annual Session of the National Grange, Bro. 
Blanton from Virginia, submitted a report on Co-operation, clearly 
indicating that its use was essential in all departments of Grange 
work. And at every session since, the Committee on Co ope- 
ration has embodied in their report the importance of this subject 
for general use in all work ; these reports were adopted with 
great unanimity, and then sent to the Order at large, and here 
the matter rested. The Committee cannot, in the limited time 
assigned them, prepare in detail the various methods of Co opera- 
tion and the best system of teaching it in the Subordinate Grange^), 
but realize the fact, that the welfare of the American farmers, 
the perpetuitr of our Order, and the sanity of our free institu- 
tions, depend upon Co-operation correctly applied in the interest 
an«l to the welfare of the whole people. We therefore most 
respectfully submit the following recommendations : 

1st. That the National Grange do all in its power to dissemi- 
nate more and clearer light upon this subject for general use in 
all Grange work. 

2d That Masters of State Granges be requested to employ all 
reasonable efforts and means at their command to teach and 
encourage the conslderaliion of this subject in ali its bearings, 
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tsefnlneEs and advantages for special and general work in tl e 
Order. 

3d. That Subordinate and Pomona Granges be urged to study 
tl>e subject of Co-operation in a]l its ramifications, to the end 
that its application may be more fully understood and its advan- 
tages appreciated and correctly employed.

Worthy Miuter : 

Your Committee on Education, to which was referred the reso- 
lution of our brother from Missouri, asking that the term 
'' Grange Education '' be more clearly defined, have considered 
the i^ame and instruct me to make the following report : 

Grange Education, like medical, law, or other education, 
C( nsists in the knowledge of Grange principles. The term 
'* education " as applied to the methods by which it is promoted, 
is a misnomer il it conveys to the mind the idea, that it employs 
the oi dinary scholastic methods. 

Il is a growth, however, in practical knowledge, and by pro- 
cesses that are simple, pleasing and efiective, and are applicable 
to the Grange, the home circle and the farm. It involves no 
ret rn to the scholastic methods of development and discipline, 
but its own are most instructive where these have been intelli- 
gently and judiciously employed in the earlier stages of mental 
growth. Its methods consist in discussion in the Grange, of 
practical subjects of industrial interest, and in regard to social 
and political economy, the writing and reading of esbiays, and 
the familiar interchange of thoughts and experiences. By the 
rea ing of Grange and agricultural papers in the family circle, 
acd intelligent experiment and observation in the farm. 

These methods, when properly pursued, become most pleasing 

nd instructive, particularly to the young, and promote, with 

ncreasing facility, the healthful expansion and quickening of the 

Intelligence, until the acquisition of useful knowledge becomes 

delightful task, and a broader, happier, and more useful liie is 
the result. 

Giange Education embraces in its range, the knowledge that 
promotes the intelligent citizenship, secial culture, industrial 
piosperity and the political advancement of the farmer, and the 
term, conveying to the mind of the patron as it should do, the 
simple means to a grand result, — the erection of the farmers of 
tie country into a happy, prosperous and intelligent class,— should 
be the Fhiboleth that excites to zealous and unwearying effort. 

But to the Patron's mind the term may have a two-fold 
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meanmg, dnce the Grange contemplates not only the practical 
educatitm of its members, but a system for the schools by which 
the minds of the young may be more effectually developed and 
disciplined for the self- education by which the farmer may 
gather for himself the practical knowledge he needs, from the 
yarious sources that are open to him in his daily life. In an 
enlightened public sentiment it seeks the instrumentality with 
which to effect this end.

And still we aie like a 
ship at sea without a pilot. Methods after methods have been 
suggested and acted upon, yet these Dormant Granges still sleep* 
Now, it appears to me, that to awake them from their lethargy, 
it is necessary that this body map out some course. What it 
shall be, your committee have been seeking, and will now, in as 
few words as possible, lurnish to the Older the result ot their de- 
liberations. We should first try and teach the people the impor- 
tance of education. If we only had an educational people, who 
could see and imderstand the powerful wrongs that are being 
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heaped upon them by rings and corporations —the unjust and an- 
equil taxauons that hive been and are beln*; placed upon the 
agricultural indastries of our great and grov^ing commonwealth, 
they would ris^ in the mijesty of their strength, and organ ze for 
their prote^ftt^ Waile all other classes have united for self- 
preservation, the farmers a^one stand idly by, a disorganized 
body, listening to the songs (»f the destroyer, wliile the very life 
blood of their energies is being sapped by the wiley influences of 
these monster combinations. And why is this? The. answer is 
plain and manifest to every reasoning man or woman. It is this : 
The agricultural mind is not sufficiently alive to ihe condition of 
affairs, nor is it able to grapple and wrestle successfully with the 
powers t hat be If our people were only educated, they would be 
enabled to think and act for themselves ; they would see and feel 
the importance of united ^ction— and seeing and feeling tnus, 
they would seek the only organization, whose object is to edu- 
cate and elevate the American farmer. Kow from this stand- 
point it seems to your committee that this body should use every 
means within its power for the dissemination of light and know- 
ledge among the humble tillers of the soil. In a great measure 
our Grange press is doing this. Under the able management of 
its leaders, the people begin to realize the true condition of af- 
fairs ; and it is to be earnestly hoped that some good orgaa, 
whether it comes from the North or the South, will find its way 
to every farmer's home within this broad domain. Prom the 
best information that we can get, our public lecturers are doinig 
great service in the cause of the Patrons of Husbandry. The 
only trouble is, that we have so few of them. It is the opinion 
of your committee, that this body should endeavor, if possible, 
to put in the lecture field men whose whole soul and body is ia 
the interest of the Order, and who, like the good soldier fighting 
the battles of his country, can ever be found at his post, whether 
that post be planted on Massachusetts' or on Carolina's soil. 
The system of sending out lecture ♦'documents" to the Subor- 
dinate Granges, we are informed, is working good for the Order. 
The topics selected for discussion, and the suzgestions made by 
the National Lecturer, have been well received, and will surely 
redound to the good of the Order. 

Your Committee, after a full and careful discussion of the 
question, is satisfied that in the holding of our Grange meetings, 
no little of the secresy can and ought to be dispensed with. In 
all parts of the Union, where these open meetings have been 
held, the people are more fu'ly alive to the importance and good 
of the Organization. Having the principles and precepts of the 
Order taught them, they see great blessings in them. A great 
deal of the predjudice against the Order, by thus giving to them 
the true meaning of our declarations of purposes, is swept away, 
and many farmers unite with us, who, if it were not for these 
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open meetings, would ever be formal with the opposition, askii?, 
ia a light ani sneeing manner, *• Waat good has your orgaaiza- 
tioQ accomplished T* A.gain, we must, as a united band, go to 
work. As this body well knows, year after year our proieed-

From the Committee on Good of the Order. 

ByBro.Luce: 

The Committee on Good -of the Order, to whom was referred 
some portion of the Worthy Master's Address, and the Report 
of the Worthy Lecturer, have duly considered the suggestions 
made, and beg leave to submit the tbllowing report : 

W hcever seeks to secure the good of the Order of Patrons of 
Husbandry is certainly striving to serve the cause, not only of 
agriculture, but mankind. Your Committee are conscious of 
the <act, that all true Patrons dtsire to achieve success in an un- 
dertaking so grand. But ?iow can we strengthen, how can we 
broaden its influence ? How can we enlarge its borders ? What 
force can we bring to bear ? What machinery can we use ? 
How can we more warmly attach and retain the affections of 
the mtmbers who now belong to the Order ? How can we more 
certainly reach and influence those outside the gate ? How can 
we more successfully make knoVn our aims and objects ? How 
shall the American larmer be awakened to the vast possibilities 
within his grasp? These, and many other questions, confront 
us as we approach the consideration of a subject so vast in its 
dimensions. Now, while the very air is thick with the evidence 
of the controllirg power of associated effort, the farmer seems 
slow to realize that if he, too, would exercise the influence and 
power that belong to him, he must fall in with and obey the 
inexorable laws of the civilization of the age in which we live. 
He looks on, and often admires the mighty achievements of 
others, in their various pursuits, by the use of the great power 
of associated money, brain, and muscle. In other cases, he 
stands in sleepy lethargy, and sees the great world go rusbtng 
by him : or perhaps he madly stands and curses the monster 
train— the child of the prei-ent age— as it passes swiftly by. In 
other cases he stands on the river bank, as the water goes rush- 
ing oceanward, waiting for all to pass, so that he can cross over 
tbe dry bed of the stream. In our efforts to awaken him your 
Conimittce do not claim to have discovered the ** philosophers' 
stone.*' Neither do we believe that it can be done by any pat- . 
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ent right process. It can only be accomplished by persistent 
and consistent hard work and unselfish deyotion to a caaae so 
worthy. This work must often be done when the result can 
only be seen with the eye of laith. It must be dr^ne with un- 
tiring perseverance. We have the machinery constructed, oiled, 
and ready for use. The main object now is to secure workers 
to run this machinery. In order to do this, we should learn 
lessons of wisdom from shrewd, sharp, successful men of the 
world. See how thsy have succeeded, and profit by the lesson. 
We sliould use all the means which history and current events 
prove to us are available. Many of the most successful men of 
our times have won fame and fortune by the liberal use of 
prinler^s ink. The first and most potent agent the Patron of 
Husbandry can use is this same printer's ink. To extend the 
circulation of Grange literature is of first and vital importance 
to the Order. Right iiere, time, talent, and money should be 
judiciously expended. It is an unwise economy that withholds 
in quality or quautiry in this branch of Granere work. Weak 
or trashy articles will not effect the purpose. R'^ason, common 
sense, and even selfishness may be properly appealed to. Then 
all the energies should be used to extend circulation. Perhaps 
a sufficient number of Grange papers have already been estab- 
' lished. All that any of these need to command talent in their con- 
duct, is circulation and readers. Some of these papers, devoted 
largely to the good of our Order, have employed ta'ent and 
secured circulation But the National Grans^e, the State Granges, 
County and Subordinate Granges, should make it of prime im- 
portance to read and circulate. In many places the very life of 
the Order depends upon it. 

Again, the good of the Order requires that greater facilities 
should be furnished to the press to publish the proceedings 
of National, Slate, County, and Subordinate Granges. While 
we would not remove the seal of secrecy from anything that 
should be locked within the breast of the members, yet we do 
know that newspapers make and unmake men and institutions. 
The enterprise in which we are engaged is one of the most laud- 
able ones in which men aod women ever engaged. Greater fa- 
cilities, and, in some cases, inducements, should be held out to 
pi ce information in the hands of the public. 

There is another way wherein printer's ink should be used 
more freely. 

State and County Fair Managers will print and post mammoth 
bills calling at ention to their attractions in glowing terms The 
same is true of political and other conventions. But notices of 
a Grange Meeting will be posted up, printed with type about as 
large as ordinary newspaper type, and on apiece of paper about 
3x12 inches. If we ever hope to reach the great world of 
larmers, we must use more printer's ink in advertising. 
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2<i. Every member of this body should use mind ani enerffy 
to make the session both interesting and profitable, so that each 
cat! return home with faith confirmed and hope ren'^wed, and 
thus become missionaries in a good ciuse. Utiselfish devotion 
here will serve the very highest good of the Order. 

Every eflfbrt should also be made by officers ani members of 
each State Granite to extend its usefulness within their respective 
Jurisdictions. No pains should be spared to make the sessions as 
lively and interesting as possible, so that it will be a joy and sat- 
isfaction to all who attend as members or visitors. Se ure as 
large an attendance as possible. bVom the right kind of a ses 
sion of a State Graoge, every one goes home a live missionary 
in our cause. In inl&uence, this is only secood to that of the 
press. 

3d. The Lecturer should also be called into service as often as 
circumstances will permit. And when the Lecturer is coming, 
great pains should be taken to secure an attendance. It is not a 
pleasant task to talk to empty chairs. Besides, there is no case 
on record where it has done the chairs much good. 

The Lecturer having secured his audience, thoughts worthy 
of consideration should be presented. And while he has the 
history of the whple world in the past, and its prospects in the 
future, to draw from, yet we believe |the good of the Order is 
best served by remaining somewhere on the broad platform of 
principles laid down in our Declaration of Purposes. 

4th. In the Grange, every member should be a worker. There 
is no room for drones in our busy hive. Every inducement 
should be held out to invite the youag to enter the fold, and then 
to interest them when inside the gates. They should, in all 
cases, be fttrnished with something to do from the start The 
Grange room should never He dull and gloomy. It should be a 
place to teach, learn, and enjoy. Here is woman's opportunity. 
Nj greater boo a has ever been tendered to the mothers, wives, 
sisters, and daughters of the farm, than this Grange offers to 
them. Her opportunity for growth, advancement, and useful- 
ness has come at l^st. The Grange room is robbed of its cbief- 
est ornament without her. It is she who furnishes the brightest 
thoughts. It is she, too, that arranges the decorations that orna- 
ment tne hall. She, too, inspires manho6d with a loftier am- 
bition. It is she, too, who imparts lessons of refinement. In a 
well conducted Grange room her handiwork is everywhere seen. 
Here, certamly, is woman's mission. The Good of the Order 
requires her to use all of the arts known to her sex to dischirge 
the duties the position devolves upon her. 

5th. As a rule, the Good of the Order is best served by owning 
a hall. Of course there are exceptions to this, but when practi- 
cal to own a hall, we believe the future of the Grange-is better 
assured. Our dedicating ceremony well says, ^'As that family 
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is more closely bonnd together by borne and bonsehold ties that 
irathers Digbtly arunnd its ow'o hearthstone and beneath its own 
roof-tree, so tbat society is more firmly established tbat meets 
"H it bin its own waDs." The history of our Order proyes this to 
be true. Especially is this the case where the meetings are held 
in the country. Let no one suppose for a moment that time, 
tffort, or money are thrown away when devoted to the construc- 
tion of a Orange Home. 

6th. The Good of the Order also demands active, lively meet- 
ings. The members must become strong within and of them- 
selves, remembering always that the Lord helps those who help 
themselves. And, again, we believe that those Oranges are the 
most prosperous that adhere with the greatest fidelity to the 
forms, rules, and regulations of the Order. Lax observance of 
these does not afibrd encouragement for the future of a Orange. 
And while financial inducements are not to be given the first or 
highest place in our work, yet they should not be lost sight of 
by any means. 

The farmer is entitled to a just equivalent for the result of his 
toil. And while all other interests are united to protect and pro- 
mote their own financial good, we believe that he should avail 
hioiseltof the same great force of co-operative efibrt to secure 
and protect his own. And the Grange that neglects this strong 
aim of our Order is not serving its highest good. We see evi- 
dence all around and alout us that this Orange has stood and 
now stands as a bulwark against the imposition oi unnecessary 
burdens upon the agricultural interests of the country. 

And if the development of a higher manhood and womanhood 
is not a suflBcient inducement to labor and wait, then we would 
appeal to that other sentiment—financial profits. In short, we 
must not rely upon any one thing or efibrt, but use all the means 
tbat human ingenuity, aided by education and observation, can 
deviee to advance all along the line, remembering always, that 
il we are true to ourselves, true to our principles, and true to our 
calling, this Order will grow and grow until it shall become as 
common as that foundation of American liberty and civilization 
■^the universal schoolhouse.

Consideratioi^of the question before the Grange at the hour of 
taking a recess, was resumed, and the Grange proceeded to ballet 
for the place for holding the next session ol the Grange, and 
Nashville, Tenn., was selected. 
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The Committee on TransportatioD presented the following 
Te ort: 

Development of material resources by a people occupying vast 
a tas cf land, is a true criterion by which to judge the industry, 
e Iter, rise and intelligence of that people. It the rate of de- 
^el »pnient be slow, one or the other or all the requisites to 
til rift are usually lacking or impeded by extraneous force, and 
that people cannot advance as when industry, enterprise and In- 
tel igt nee have free play and full scope in the order assigned b^ 
Nature to man, to gather from the earth subsistence and provi- 
sion for comfort, commensurate with the highf st requirement 
The labor of a free people, when guided by intelligence, is the 
foundation of all mater al prosperity, the support of government, 
and in its rewards, supplies he incentive to progress that leads 
; always to higher manhood. But when there is interference with 
'\he products ot labor, diverting them to hands that have not aided 
: in their production, the order of nature is disturbed, industry 
^ fliiis, enterprise halts, and intelligeuce waits or recedes, while 
Just distribution of profits is delayed Even partial interference 
.di£>courage8 production and development, particularly when the 
. retarding force is artificial and its fortuitous strength is directed 
in palpable injustice. 

Thus produc ion from the soil or mines or forests, when un- 
duly taxtd, is depressed, and b> an inexorable law, becomes at 
last adapted to the harsh exaction by lessened sensibilities and 
lessened performance. That is decay and degradation of the 
people upon whom it falls lis preliminary stages are now ap- 
parent in our agriculture, not in lessened production, for the 
virgin soil still continues to allure fresh workers to freth fields, 
but in the discontent that drives the best blood from the f&rms 
to pursuits where the hand of the oppressor has not fallen so 
heavily. 

Taxes levied by the State are Just when they are adequate to 
need and imposed with exact equality. When they are much in 
excess of need or levied unequally, they are not Just. They take 
one or the other character exactly in the same way, when levied 
by the agents of commerce constituted by the State for public se): - 
vice, and they are none the less taxes when imposed by corpor- 
ate powers operated for the aggrandizement of persons to whom 
the State has deputed its prerogative, and t^ranted perpetual ex- 
istence in apparent violation of the original purpose clearly d - 
fined in the fundamental law to subject estates to the natural 
order of distribution that never fails when left Ireein its action. 
•When transportation charges are made as the cost and risk of 
service require, they are Just charges against the products of our 
i'ldustry, and we have no right of protest. But when they are 
established by eaprioe or fiiver and Impose excessive rates, we 
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have not only the right of protest, but the imperatiye duty to 
compel correction. 

The last censua retnrns nnmbers the people employed in aeri- 
ciilture at 7 670,498 on 4,008,907 farms, valued at $10,167,096,- 
776, and the products of these farms in the year next precedng 
the census, $2,213,402,564. 

We have voice in the imnosition of taxes only throa;;h ^he 
legislatures we, more than the representation of any other indus- 
try, aid in creating. But these legislatures depute to bodies they 
create power to levy taxes greater than all we pay for the sup- 
port of government, more than the whole country pays for pub- 
lic buildings, salaries of officers, naval construction and service, 
support of the army, postal service, and for every function of 
government. We number 7,000,000, and through our ballots 
we may regulate taxes that go to the public coffers, while one 
hundred or forty or twenty men representing an interest that, 
with vastly inflated stock, does not reach one half the value of 
our farms, can extract from them every doll tr of profit, and turn 
it by millions into their private coffers, while, as matters stand, 
our $7,000,000 can make no effective protest. 

The power thus exercised by a few men who manage corpora- 
tions created by the State is alarming in its tendencies. It im- 
perils the government, for its influence overawes legislative 
bodies, directs executive appointments, swerves justice from its 
true purpose, and throttles industry whenever and wherever it 
may transmute its life current Into coin for the aggrandizement of 
the men who prey upon labor as the ferocious beast drinks the 
blood of his victim. 

It is no ansiuer to the indictment to say that railway transpor- 
tation charges are, in most cases, much lower than they couid 
be by any other method of carriage except by water. It is not 
even a sufficient answer to say that a large proportion of freights 
carried over the p^-incipal lines is transported at the^are cost of 
service, with a slis^ht margin of proflt added. That such is the 
fact, we have no doubt, and in that fact is the beginning of ine- 
qualities that make our industry precarious in its returns. We 
know that vast qu mtities of freight are carried long distances 
for less than cost, and railway managers who seem thus to ben- 
efit certain interests have power to recoup, and they do recoup 
in charges for other freights carried less distances. In this way 
they undermine values when and where they please. They can 
aitd they do reduce farm values greatly in some localities, while 
they add tlse where. They make all commerce unstable by the 
intervention of rapaciou? power that places the producer and c n- 
sumer wide apart, or ev( n substitutes for tbeir relation of mutual 
interest antagonisms that could not exist but for the disci imi- 
nation against one or the other, that end in hostilities fatal to 
general thrift. For all the wrongs so infficted there may be ade« 
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quate remedies when the 7,000,000 persoiis engaged in agricnl- 
ture 80 resolve, as they must if the very tenure of their land is to 
be worth the holding. These millions must invoke the power of 
the government — their power — to end inequalities. 

This may be done through enactments designed to restrain 
management of transportation companies to the uses for which 
they were originally intended; first, efficient service to the pub- 
lic under rules established for the protection of every industry 
served, and second, equitable returns to the investments. These 
rules may be general at first leaving to tentative effort the en- 
actments designed to regulate details of management in accord- 
ance with the principles that prevail in all proper business 
transactions. 

We are not willing to pass this branch of the subject without 
specific suggestions regarding rules to regulate railway traffic as 
lollows : 

We ask for certain specific enactments by the several States, 
whose principal industry is here represented, each designed to 
bring under wise and safe control, the corporations that hitherto 
have made laws for themselves. We enumerate the principles 
upon which such laws should be founded, as fo.lows: 

1st. That railways are public— not private— highways, and 
their stock lepresentation does not change their public character 
in such a way as to divest them of any obligations that, by the 
common law, are recognized as attaching to public or common 
carriers, and they are therefore subject to legislative control. 

2d As common carriers, they have no right to discriminate in 
favor of any person or persons, or localities. 

3d That charges should be guaged as nearly as possible by 
the cost and risk of service, with a fair margin for profit. 

4tb. Charges should be as nearly permanent as practicable, in 
order that budness may be conducted free from the fiuctuatious that 
make values unstable, and whenever changes are made in freight 
charges they should be formally announced preparatory to their 
operation, and a sufficient period of time in advance of thiir op^ 
eration, to permit full acquaintance with their extent and char- 
acter. 

5th. Corporations are not voters, and they should therefore be 
prohibited from all interference with elections, from all use Of 
money or favors to influence elections or legislative acts, and 
violation of this provision shr uld involve forfeiture of charters. 

6th Stock in railway corporations should represent cost of con- 
struction and equipment, and nothing more. In such cost there 
should be included right of way privileges necessary to success- 
iul operation, actual moneys expended in construction and 
equipment, and nothing else, whatever pretense of value may be 
afforded. 

7th. Corporations that build and equip roads are entitled to 
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liberal retarns far their investments so ttiade, bat they are s 
servants of the State, and their acts, edicts and ruli-s subject 
supervisiQn by the State, which must be supreme in authorii 
and whose right it must be to take railway properties, payi 
duly therefor whenever the public necessities indicate the wisdc 
■ of such conversion. 

In recognition of these principles, and to make them effect! 
in the administration of railway service, we ask that the seve 
States enact laws: 

1st. To subject railway corporations to rules that govern coi 
mon carriers, and define their standing as public servants wi 
no rights beyond those conferred in their charters. 

2d. To prevent all discriminations in favor of or against in< 
viduals or localities. 

3d. To make freight and passenger charges uniform and reg 
lar, open and public, subject to no changes except such as t 
exigencies of business may require, and that they be regulated 
near 'y as possible by the cost and risk of service. 

4th. That changes in rates arbitrarily made, may be prompt 
annulled whenever, by duly constituted authority, they do n 
bear equitable relation to the business upon which they a 
fixed, and tbat such action be equivalent to restoration of rat 
before change. 

5th. To impose the penalty of forfeiture of charter upon ra 
way corporations that interfere by proffers of money or favn 
with the freedom of elections, or with the action of legislature 

Bth. To examine, whenever the public necessities require 
the cost of railways and their equipments, together with the cc 
of management, and to restrict charges for ajl service to su* 
limits as will afford just profit upon these elements of cost, ai 
to invalidate ail stock issues not based on cost of constructi< 
and equipment. 

These laws, when enacted by the several States, will be i 
stricted in their operation by territorial lines, and will therefo 
not be wholly effective. It will remain for the general gover 
ment, acting in the interest of all the people, to devise means 
conserve and protect interstate commerce, and we therefore i 
spectfully ask Congress to employ the powers delegated by ti 
States, to make such provision as may be within its province, 
render effective such legislation by the States ; and for this pv 
purpose we believe that roads, when operated continuous^! 
should be regarded as single transportation lines, no matter 1 
how many corporations or companies they may be ostensib 
directed. 

As a last and most efficient rafeguard, we look upon the watc 
ways, natural and aruficial, as especially deserving of careful pi 
tection and development, to the highest efficiency commensura 
with the needs of our growing commerce. Their potency 
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regulating transportation charges can hardiy be oTer-rstimated. ' 
The great rivers and lakes are the natural highways of com- 
merce, the cheapest means of extending and continuing traffic 
that surplus production demand?, affording always wholesome 
competition, and therefore deserving careful attention from the 
nation to which they are the natural arterit^s of trade. We ask 
such appropriations of money from the public treasury as may 
be necessary to establish their highest efficiency, and to con- 
serve their usefVilnesB for all our people.

The report and resolutions, as finally adopted, are as follows : 

While we firmly adhere to the cardinal principles enunciated 
in our declaration of purposes, that, in the Orange, there is, and 
can be, no partizan politics ; yet as the Church teaches pure mor* 
als, and, without partizan bias, seeks to advance Christianitv for 
the good of us all, so we, to better conserve those great interests 
of our class, which, if properly guarded aud fostered, will bless 
all mankind, must give heed to those public questions and laws 
which affect our calling, and we may, without Just cause of crit- 
icism from any other class or party, seek such political reforms 
as will promote our interests, and relieve our industries from un- 
just burdens. In heeding the admonition of our RHnal to pro- 
mote the welfare of our country and mankind, we do not do our 
duty as patrons and citizens, if we neglect to call public atten- 
tion to political abuses, or cease to strive to correct them. The 
political reforms we ask for, and the laws we seek to amend or 
enact, are in no wise partizan. 

The innocent purchaser and user of patented articles, who has 
to pay an unjust royalty, suffers in the same degree, whatever 
may be his political affiliatious. The establishment of a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, now so necessary to aid in the proper devel- 
opment of our industry, and raise it up to a higher level of -re- 
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ppectability, and increase onr inflnence in the affairs of the na- 
tion, has no partizan taint. So, also, is the transportations 
question — the lailroad monopolies levying their unjust exactiouf 
alike on citizens of all parties. As they are said to be -withoui 
Bouls, so they are without partizan afBiliation, except to ac* 
complish their own selfish purposes. Tn this regard they are 
most aptly -described by Mr Jay Gould, in his testimony be-» 
fore the Hepburn Committee, when he declared that, when 
peeking to get his friends elected to office in a BepuMican dis^ 
trict, he was a Republican ; in a Democratic district, he was a 
Democrat. As patrons, it is our duty to discuss all questions of 
political economy ; to become acquainted with questions of rev- 
enue and taxation ; ^to learn the extent and necessity of public 
burdens, and look into the efficiency of eyery public service. 
To seek to regulate, by proper laws, all corporations who do 
lusiness for the public. To look after the general welfare of 
agriculture, and endeavor to have all unjust burdens imposed 
on it removed. And when necessary, by legal enactment, to 
stiive to have our principles and measures adopted by all politi- 
cal parties. To strive to secure the election of men to tffice and 
places of trust who believe in our principles, and will endeavor 
to maintain and make them practical. To -carefully Fcrutinize 
the characters of all men who are candidates for office, and 
pledge them, as far as may be, to support the measures recom- 
mrnded by the Grange. To insist that those engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits be elected to political c ffices and places of trust 
in a ratio commenst^rate with the interests they represent. To 
create and maintain a public sentiment that shall ostracize and 
make infamous, as guilty of moral treason, any Legislator who 
shall refuse or neglect to subserve the known interests of the 
whole people, or other officer who shall betray a public trust. 
Therefore, 

^ Resohi dy That, because of the burdens, resulting from snb- 

, sidles in land grants, transportation, patent laws, unequal taxa- 

* tion. Boards of Tiade; and for the want of a properly equalized 

taiiff system, the farmers of America, in self-defence, and for 

the protection of the wealth -producing classes, should take a 

positive stand against all monopolies. 

Besohedy That the National Grange doth most earnestly rec- 
ommend that, in all State and Subordinate Granges, those quts- 
tions of public policy and national import, as they n late to agri- 
culture, be discussed ; making them prominent both in and out 
of the Giange, and thus aid in arresting the evils which threaten 
the agricultural interests of our country. 

Besolved^ Tbbt the National Grange, at this, its Seventeenth 
Annual Session, places itself upon record in vindication of the 
aforegoing policies ; and through its representatives from thirty 
States of this Union, now aesembled, declares its devotion vo 
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questions of public policy, rather than partizanship, and its fu- 
ture purpose to be adherence to principle That we will, by 
our influence and vote, support measures and men for office wbp 
will labor to subserve the best interests of the whole people. 

Kesohed^ We urge that farmers always take an active part, 
and tbus make their power felt in all primary meetings, lookingf 
to the selection of delegates or candidates to represent the peo- 
ple in town, township, county, State or National Councils. And 
that our efforts be further directed to the suppression of buying 
and Belling votes at any and all elections.

The Committee on Agriculture presented the following gener- 
al report : 

The value of occupied farms in this country is far greater than 
the sum of money invested in any other class of property. The 
annual production from these farms has like relative proportion 
to returns from any other interest as measured in domestic traf. 
fie and foreign commerce. The number of persona engaged in 
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a^icultaral pursaitB is incomparably beyond the number em- 
ployed in any otlier callini?. It is even greater than the numl>er 
engaged in all other useful industries, including manufacture s, 
commerce, transportation and the mechanic arts. «^ 

Thus we have the prime elements of value, numbers, and the 
creative power, transcendent in importance when considered 
with reference to ji)U8in988 thrift in ihe varied > interests that, in 
greater or less degree, depend on successful agriculture for con- 
tinued existence, and particularly for immediate profits. Tet 
this great interest that supplies food to all our people, and the 
fibre for their garments, that contributes to ihe export trade four 
times as much as the mines, forests, shops, and mills, has but 
fragmentary organization, no hold on the general government ; it 
is almost wholly without representation in the bodies that exer- 
cise power to tax its products, and it expends supreme effort in 
creating wealth, which, wisely managed, would lessen the re- 
quirement for toil through steady accumulations apportion^ 
Just.y to the interests and industries closely related and interdex 
pendent, but unfortimately trained to keener perceptions in the 
trafiic supported by this prime factor in general prosperity. 

Tiie sole purpose of this Order is to secure to agriculture (he 
consideration it deserves ; not alone to the immense values in- 
vested, nor to the annual products that feed and clothe millions 
beside our own people, but more particularly to t^e men and 
women whose toil is inadeqately requited, whUe conditions exi^t 
that make physical effort the unbroken rule and obstruct the 
avenues to social and mental development. We ask for an 
equal opportunity in the pursuit of happiness that rewards all 
who contribute in just proportion to supply wants of body and 
mind, and we ask nothing more. Before we attain this inherent 
privilege, lapsed through our own neglect, we must effect organ - 
ization, that efforts directed to the correction of wrongs may 
have ( ffective force, as they surely will have when the momen- 
tum of numbers animated by unsi^lfish desire for the common 
weal is felt. This Order offers the safe opportunity for such or- 
ganizaticm, and invites to active participation all good men and 
women who would secure blessed contentment and peace through 
upright living and unselfish effort to establish the brotherhood of 
man. 

The obstacles to material prosperity are Identical with those 
that obstruct social and mental growth. They are the inequali- 
ties and exactions to which our industry has unhappily been 
subjected. The products of our industry become the foot-ball of 
players who contribute nothing whatever to their va'ue, nor to 
commerce or the facility of trade. They put our wheat and corn 
and cotton up or down through every tortuous course that may 
supply to gamblers certain chances of winnings that are extracted 
from our labor. That Mephibtophelian spirii to which conscience 
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is utterly unknown, intervenes to direct tlie currents of trade in 
which the wealth we create is turned to this or that direction in 
contravention of natural laws. This spirit rules in the principal 
marts, and ^tends its influence to the fields we'till, its baneful 
effect constantly felt, until oar grain and meat and cotton are 
subjected to its direction. It reaches to the future when the 
seed is sown, and determines the maiket value of the increase. 
It is the. nightmare of commerce, hideous as dreams of the 
damned, yet it stays by day and by night the shadow of evil, 
while the substance rests on the products of our labor. This 
spirit must be exorcised, that our children may not bear its mark 
when they come into this world bright and beautiful with the 
bow of promise ever vi&ible, except when obscured by the wick- 
edness of man. 

Then there are the inequalities that, until removed, assign us 
to perpetual struggle for the maintenance of rights inseparable 
£rom independent man hoed, except through wrongs that it is 
our duty to correct, and that will not be corrected until we move 
to that purpose. They are the ineqaalities in taxation, in trans- 
portation, and in other burdens too long borne without resist- 
ance. We do not attempt enumeration, for it is only necessary 
to define their character, and to appeal to common understand - 
ing for probf that they do exist. 

The question with which we have immediate concern is —how 
shall they be removed ? There is but one way, and that is l)y 
corrected public opinion formulated into laws forbidding practi- 
ces and methods that degrade agricuhure by reducing its Just 
rewards. Who shall make these laws ? Not the men who pro- 
fit by the wrongs Imposed on agriculture, Not the scheming 
tricksters who have no interest in labor, except to appropriate 
its returns. We must take part in the work, for there is no 
other way to secure lapsed rights. We must perform, with con- 
science and justice directing our acts, the duties that rest upon 
us as citizens. Until we do this we have no reason to hope that 
the obstacles to progress, but feebly portrayed in this brief pre- 
sentation, will he removed. 

The theory of our government is that the people constitute the 
supreme autiiority. They delegate temporarily to representatives, 
power to make laws^ but we, who represent the chief industry, 
have in effect no representation. We can have it if we will. 
While this Order is not partizan in politics or in interests, it is 
its sacred duty, as we believe, to conserve and promote the wel- 
fare of all citizens ; but it can not do this when it turns the scep- 
tre of authority to those who use it to oppress, whether by design 
or selfish desire. We can not console ourselves with the belief 
that.we do all our duty as citizens, when we neglect to procure 
proper and just representation of the great inter, st that employs 
one halt the pcop.e, thus rendering that portion subject to cUi^s 
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legislation and necessarily oppressed. There is no law of on wr 
Order forbidding us to hold I-^gislative position, and if rhere wetrG 
such a law, it would poison the Order itself. 

Necessity, policy, justice, and equity require representation of 
our interests by persons whose sympathle^^ are with us through 
association and community of interest. "When we get that we 
shall have opened the way to advancement, not for ourselves 
alone, but for those who are dearer than life. Yet apathetic dis- 
regard of the duties we have attempted to define, will place 
upon them the stigma of inferiority, and it will be the unfailing 
sign of social and moral degradation. In brief, we ask farmers 
in or out of this Order to take the rank they will deserve when- 
ever they are wholly true to themselves— to ssek and obtain 
equitable representation in all law makiUv^ holies they aid in 
creating, to the end that the interests they serve may be freed 
from the hand that oppresses, tha'i the ban may be lifted from 
honest toil ; that social progress may be encouraged ; that mind 
may keep pace with the aece ; and that the blessings so bountifully 
bestowed by the lavish hand of nature upon this land may be. 
the perpetual inheritance of a free, contented and happv people.

The report was received and, on motion, was adopted. 
The Committee on Education made the following report, 
which was received and, on motion of Bro. Brigham, Ohio, the. 
report and resolutions were adopted : 

Worthy Master : ' 

Your Committee on Education, to which was referred thoso 
portions of the Worthy Master's address relating to Grange Jour- 
nals and Organs, Lectures, Agricultural Experiment Stations^. 
Education and Educational Institutions and Common Schools, 
have carefully reviewed the same, and instruct me to report their 
)iearty concurrence in the views so forcibly presented by him» 
and to urge upon Patrons everywhere, their earnest considera- 
tion, and adoption in whatever efforts may be made to advance 
the more practical and specific education of farmers. 

They have also had under consideration the following resolu- 
tions of Bro Rhone, of Pennsylvania, in reference to Agriculture 
in the Schools, and Agricultural Colleges : 

Kesolwd, That we favor the introduction into our public 
schools, of primary, instruction in agricultu e, and of the natural, 
sciences ; this being alike, in our jud lament;' for the best interests 
and advantage of the children of all classes. 
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FeM^ved, That we hold it shonM be in fftct, and is in accord- 
ance with the spiiit of the organic art, that it should be the lead 
ing object of all agricultural colleges established under act of 
1862, to teach such brauches of learning as are related to agricul- 
ture and the mechanic arts ; and that the obli^^ation is equally 
binding upon all State students, to' study these branches, which 
either relate to agriculture or the mechanic arts, whilst claiming 
the benefits of the endowment fund, by which the colleges are 
supported. 

Be$olvedj T^at we fayor further, such a reorganization of these 
colleges as will furnish the youth of the country with good com- 
mon school education, as is the case in medical, law and other 
schools, to enter them and begin at once the study of practical 
agriculture, as taught in them, and who shall continue the stiiBy 
as long as they remain in the college, or until the course is com- 
pleted. 

Beiolwd^ That we urge upon the Goyernors of States, who 
are, by virtue of their office, members of the board of trustees, 
and all active trustees, to take this matter into consideration, 
with a view to such reorganization as we believe to be impera- 
tively demanded by the exigenciels of our great industry. 

I am instructed to report in favor of the adoption of these reso- 
lutions, and to offer the following as the committee's report : 

We have heretofore presented in a former report to this body, 
what is meant 'by the term ** Orange £!ducation,'rand glanced 
briefly in that report at the methods the Orange employs to pro- 
mote it. We deem it unnecessary to add more in reference to 
methods, which are so clearly understood by Patrons, whose efli- 
ciency has so often been tested, and the results from which have 
been so uniformly beneficial, except to again urge their vigorous 
employment, in every Subordinate Orange, and in every moral 
community. In this connection, we desire again to impress this 
important fact, that our attainment of a higher rank as an educa- 
ted class, does not depend alone upon Colleges, or even upon 
common schools, but upon the intelligent and energetic use as 
well, of means that organized effort brings within the reach of 
every farmer. 

We regard the proper early education of the young in a direc-. 
tion that will give higher development and discipline to the mind ^ 
as of the highest importance to the individual, and essential to 
even our success as an organization, in the broadest sense, and 
that there devolves upon this body no higher duty than to formu- 
late a policy, not only in relation to the education of the mem- 
berR of the Order, but to that of the young also, that will secure 
this result That policy should involve not only the more gen- 
eral diffusion of Agricultural Education, but of such education 
as will qualify for iDtelligcnt citizenship, and t^ exercise of sov. 
ereign righ 8» and its diuusion must be mainly through Grange 
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methods, to which reference has already been made, and estab' 
lished aj^encies These comprise the Agricnltaral Culleges and 
the public schools, which, we hold, were established to iiromote, 
more particularly, the practical education of the industrial classes, 
«nd the resolutions now l)efore us, have in view their more thor- 
ough adaptation to the end they were designed to accomplish. 

The first resoluiion declares in favor of instruction in elemen- 
tary Agriculture in the common schools ; a resolution in this 
direction has been adopted by this body, and steps are being 
taken in some States to procure the necessary legislation to 
enforce it 

The second resolution declares it the duty of Agricultural Col- 
leges, established by National aid, to make instruction *' in such' 
branches of learning as relate to Agriculture and the mechanic 
arts *' their leading object, and that the obligation is equally 
binding upon the student who enters the college under State 
auspices, to study these branches, either one or both at his option. 
This resolution simply defines the duty of both college and stu- 
dent, and which is in strict conformity with the intent and pur- 
pose of the organic act. 

The third resolution declares in favor of such re*organization 
of these colleges, as will allow students, who have only acquired 
a common school education, to enter them and begin at once the 
study of j>ractical agriculture, in which study, they shall con- 
tinue while in the college, and until the course is completed. 
This, the committee regards as a most important proposition, and 
as embodying a policy that may be of incalculable benefit to the 
coming farmers of the country. 

These resolutions present to us the surest hope of removing the 
gravest obstacle which opposes the diffusion of Agricultural £du- 
cation amongst farmers, and, indeed, of the speedy advance men t 
of the educational interests of our whole people, particularly of 
, that large proportion, which is limited to the common school, 
and which demands our first care. 

The want ot interest in Agricultural Education amongst farm- 
ers is the one great obstacle to its promotion, as we have indica- 
ted. They do not demand it for their sons, or seek to improve 
the facilities at their command. Without stopping to discuss the 
cause ot this apathjr, we insist that the only way to overcome it, 
is to educate them, in spite of their indifference, to a higher ap- 
preciation of its value, to the importance of the fact, that science 
is fundamental to a progressive and successful Agriculture. An- 
other difficulty is presented in the failure of the Colleges in many 
of the States, to afford such opportunities and facilities to the 
young men of the country to study those branches of learning as 
relate to Agriculture, as would have been clearly within their 
province, or in accordance with the spirit of the organic act. 
And still another obstacle is to be found in the opposition of the 
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average teacher to this innovation upon *' established uisa^e.'' 
He cannot teach the elementary principles, and this fact intensi- 
fies the duties we prescribe for the Colleges. 

Our first duty, then, is to insist upon primary instruction la. 
Argriculture in the common schools, and the conformity of the 
oileges to the requirements of the act establishing them, and it 
should be imperatively enjoined upon the members of this body, 
to use every proper effort, to bring these colleges and schools up 
to what we may denominate the Orange standard. 

From the many excellent reports of State Masters in reference 
to the workings of the Agricultural Colleges in their several 
Btates, we gather valuable information and statistics, that both 
gratifies and encourages, and much that intensifies, in our view, 
the need of fuller adaptation to the wants of the countrv. We 
find that in some of the Colleges, very little has been done or 
is being done, to advance the interests of Agricultural Education; 
in some it is subordinated to other departments foreign to the 
purpose of their establishment, whilst others present to us models, 
worthy of imitation by every State. We point in this connec- 
tion, with pride to the comparatively young States of Michigan, 
Kansas, and Mississippi, wliich have colleges devoted primarily 
to the study of Agriculture, and such other studies as are in the 
main tributary thereto. But in this direct allusion, we do not 
aim to disparage other States, whose colleges are doing an excel- 
lent work, and are rapidly approximating a standard of useful- 
ness commensurate with the important interests confided to them. 
We are satisfied, further, from these reports, that advance is 
being made all along the line, a growing demand amongst farm- 
ers for more eMcient effort on the part of the colleges, and a 
growing disposition amongst them to respond to this demand. 
Some of these colleges have already and recently inaugurated 
changes, that bring a larger per cent, of pupils into the depart-. 
, ment of Agriculture. In fe^ er of them are the choice of studies 
elective, and in a large number, there is manifested a spirit, that 
encourages the belief that full co-operation between the colleges 
and public schools, both belonging to a common public school 
system, — the one being the complement of the other— and the 
people, is not only possible, but would be productive of the 
grandest results, and would speedily inaugurate an era in the 
educational progress of our country. 

These resolutions, then, contemplate not only the widest diffu- 
sion of Agricultural Education, but increased facilities by which 
the benefits of the colleges may be brought within the reach of 
a larger number than is now possible under existing regulations. 

In this connection. we would say again, that we regard the 
re- organization contemplated in the third resolution as most 
important, presuming that in all these colleges there are three 
courses of study in Agriculture, namely, one of four years in. 
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Theoretical and Practical Agriculture ; one of two years in 
Practical Agriculture; one of two years in an Apprenticeship 
course, more particularly designed for the benefit of indigent 
pupils, who are without the means necessary to either of the 
other courses. It is obvious too that such a re-organization as 
Would al ow pupils with a good common school education to 
enter and pursue the practical course at once, would encourage 
many to attend who are now virtually excluded by a Preparatory 
Course, which is beyond the possibilities of so large a propor- 
tion of those who are, according to the intent of the law, entitled 
to its benefits. 

We are necessarily forced to be brief in this report, but it 
would be incomplete without some reference to the manner in 
which the policy we desire to inaugurate would operate. 

We hold, first, that a deeper and more intelligent interest in 
Agricultural Education is in the highest degree essential amongst 
farmers. This interest can only be awakened by educating them 
to a just appreciation of the value of service in Agriculture 
through the colleges and the public schools. If 4.hese colleges give 
the greatest prominence to Agricultural studies, and all students 
who claim the benefit of the endowment fund, recognize' their 
obligation in the premises, there will be a larger number of them 
return to the farms, than have heretofore. Each one who does 
80, and carries back with him improved ideas and methods, will 
become a public educator by example. His neighbors will 
gradully absorb the higher intelligence which directs his opera- 
tions. A larger number of these students will take charge of the 
public schools, and will teach rudimentary Agriculture to the 
thousands of pupils whose education is confined to them. 

It is apparent that in this way, and in this way alone, can 
Agricultural Education, the importance of which is beginning 
to receive such general and significant recognition, be diffused 
throughout every section of the country, and its benefits be 
brought within the reach of even the humblest farmer. In this 
wa}', alone, may we hope to excite such a degree of interest in 
the subject, as will give to it an impetus that will not only build 
up the colleges, and popularize such education, but which will 
speedily elevate the &rmers of the country to their just level as 
industrial and political factors and as repositories of sovereign 
rights and powers. 

It is possible these views coming from the humble tillers of the 
eoil, may excite the derision of the professional doctors, and 
meet opposition from the host of teachers throughout the land, 
who make teaching a bread and butter business But when we 
take into consideration the little progress made by the colleges 
in advancing this great interest, and the insufficiency of the 
common school system, to discipline and properly educate the 
minds of the young— the office of Education being held to be to 
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direct mental growth-- we shall be encouraged to peraeyere. with 
all the force of numbers and organization, and of that higher 
duty we owe to ourselves, our children and our country, in de- 
manding, in the interebt of Agricultural Education, and of tbai 
higher education which is fundamenial to the right exercise of 
the duties and privileges of citizenship, such changes in the 
methods and practices of the colleges and public schools as in 
our judgments the best interests of all demand. We trust that 
every member of this body will give to the subject the considera- 
tion it deserves, and to the policy herein indicated, a hearty en- 
dorsement, and that we shall each in his own peculiar field, strive 
to inaugurate such co operation, as will enable us, by the inhe- 
rent force of an organized brothe'rhood, to impress it upon every 
C(<llege and school in the land. 
All of which is respectfully submitted,

The report was received and the resolution adopted. 

The Committee on Good of the Order and the Executive Com- 
mittee, to whom was referred the resolution relating to the ele- 
vation of the Department of Agriculture into an Executive De- 
paitment, respectfully report that they have had the same under 
consideration, and recommend that the Masters of State Granges 
appeal to the Masters of the Subordinate Granges to address, in 
nianuscript, letters to their respective Senators and Bepresenta- 
tives in Congress, insisting upon the elevation of the Agricultural 
Department, as is proposed in the resolution. 

The report was received and, on motion of Bro; Armstrong, 
was recommitted to the Joint Committee. 

Ero. Dardcn, Mips., presented the following report, which was 
received and, on moticn, was concurred in: 
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Your Committee, to whom the following preamble and res< 
lution were referred, to wit : 

Whereas, In the history of the Order of Patrons of Hei 
bandry, the time has arrived when the National Grange shoj] 
have a permanent home, where the records and archives of tl: 
Order may be preserved ; and 

Whereas, There are thousands of Patrons throughout th 
land, who would cheerfully contribute to the erection of such i 
home, in this the beautiful Capital of our country, where Patroni 
from all the States and Territories may be welcomed ; therefore, 

Besolvedy That a special committee be appointed to take thi; 
subject into consideration, and report a system bv which the 
funds necessary to execute this scheme may be raised. 

Beg leave to report, that they are strongly convinced in regan 
to the vital importance of the subject matter of the resolution 
and the influence it would exert in extending knowledge witl 
reference to the objects and purposes of the Order ; and that i 
would, in various respects, assist in rendering more efficient, al 
efforts that may be made towards its welfare, and greatly strength 
en its basis for perpetuity, and recommend : 

First.— That the Masters of State Oranges here assembled urg< 
upon their respective State Granges, at their next meeting, tb( 
advisability of such an effort. 

Second.— That the members of the Several State Granges 
press upon their Subordinate Granges the propriety of contribu 
ting either as individuals, or as Granges, for the accomplishmen 
of this purpose. 

Third.— That Grange Lecturers, and Editors of the Grange 
Press, are fraternally solicited to present the claims of this enter 
prise to their audiences and in the columns of their papers. 

Fourth.— That all sums contributed by individuals, or by Sub 
ordinate Granges, be deposited in our Fiscal Agency to the credi 
of the Treasurer of the National Grange, who shall open ai 
account there, to be known as ^* The Building Fund " account* 

Fifth. — That these contributions shall be forwarded througl 
the same channel through which State Grange dues pass ii 
reaching the Fiscal Agency. 

Sixth.— That the Treasurer of the National Grange be in 
structed to procure a book in which the names of all contribu 
tors, and the sums contributed, shall be properly entered, an( 
that he furnish receipts for the same. 

Seventh.— That this Building Fund shall be expended b^ 
order of the National Grange, and only for the erection of i 
Patron's or Grange Temple. 

Eighth. — That, in due time, a building fund certificate be pre 
pared, containing an engraving of the proposed Temple, an 
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Buch other doTices as may be agreed upon, the same to be trans- 
mitted t|o every individual who donates the sum of fifty cents or 
more. All of which is respectfully submitted,

On motion of Bro. Armstrong, N. Y., it was 
Hesohed^ That the Executive Committee have printed imme- 
diately 5,000 copies of the report of the Committee on the sub- 
ject of a permanent Home for the Nalional Grange, and place 
them in the hands of the Secretary for distribution. 

The Court of Appeals presented the following decisions, 
which were ordered to be printed with the Journal of Proceed- 
ings: 

To the National Orange P.of K: 

The Court of Appeals respectfully submit the decision in 
the case of 

Massachusetts Grange No. 38, 

vs.. 

The Master of the State Grange of Massachusetts, 

It appears from the papers submitted in the case, that on 
the 17th day of March, 1883, the following oflScial document 
was addressed to Bro. George Noyes, Secretary of Massachu- 
setts Grange No. 38, Boston, by Bro. James Draper, Worthy 
Master of the State Grange of Massachusetts : 

*' From a careful investigation of the proceedings of your 
Grange, covering a period of some four years, I find your 
conduct has been such a gross violation of the Constitution, 
Bules and Regulations of the Order, that you have forfeited 
all your rights and privileges as a Subordinate Grange. Being 
required by my official position to execute the laws of the 
Order, I do hereby suspend the Charter of Massachusetts 
Grange No. 38, of Boston.'' 

From this ofllcial action of the Worthy Master of Massa- 
chusetts State Grange, Massachusetts Grange No. 38, by a 
committee appointed for the purpose and composed as fol- 
lows : Benjamin P. Ware, Worthy Master ; Daniel Need- 
ham, Overseer ; George Noyes, Secretary, appealed to the 
National Grange. 

The appeal is made upon the ground that the Master of 
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the State Grange of Massaclmsetts, *' has seen fit, in the ex^ 
ereise of the power vested in his official position, to suspend 
the charter of Subordinate Massachusetts Grange No 3ft, 
with no specific charge but under the geiieral charge of bad 
conduct." 

And special attention is called : 

1. To the fact that " a peremptory demand to deliver all 
the books and records of the Grange to the office of the Wor- 
thy Master of the State Grange, on or before a certain hour," 
"was made upon Secretary Noyes, which fixed time was too 
short in which to comply, but the privilege was offered Wor- 
thy Master Draper for free and full examination of the re- 
cords at the Grange Hall. 

2. That the Worthy Master and two members of the Ex- 
ecutive Commitlee of the State Grange of Massachusetts, did 
make a careful examination of the books and records at the 
place designated, and exceptions were taken ^* to the fact 
that Colonel Daniel Needham," one of the charter members 
of Grange No. 38, was also recorded as a charter member of 
Groton Grange. 

3. That the Worthy Master of the State Grange of Massa- 
chusetts '* also claimed as an irregularity " that the books did 
not show the monthly collections of dues from each member ; 
and that these were the only exceptions taken to the books 
and records, after a rigid examination." 

4. The Worthy Secretary of Massachusetts Grange No. 38, 
promised "if there were any point wherein the fiassachu* 
setts Grange No. 38, had come short of its duty as a Orange, 
it would reform and come fully up to the letter, as well as the 
spirit of G range law. ' ' 

5. That the policy and practices of the several Stat^ 
Granges is to use every means to hold together live Granges*, 
and bring back to duty any Subordinate Grange that has be- 
come dead or dormant, and Uke the good Shepherd, have the 
ninety and nine to seek the one lost or wandering lamb. 

6. Article XVII., Sec. 1, provides that the Master of a 
State Grange may suspend the charter of an offending 
Grange, if in his opinion the good of the Order requires 
such action ; but this committee, acting for Massachusetts 
Grange No. 38, do not understand why the good of the Order 
requires that the charter of this Grange should be suspended 
on account of the aforesaid exceptions taken by the Worthy 
Master when he allows other Granges to hold their charters 
though working in open rebellion to some of the fundamental 
principles and usages of the Order. 

7. The high standing and worth of the officers and mem 
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bers of MaasachusetU Grange No. 38, and the important 
officUl positions held by them in the State of Massachusetts, 
are elaborately discussed. 

In reviewing the case, it appears to the Court, that while 
many points are suggested by the committee acting for the 
appealing Orange, there is but one which is properly before 
the Court, to wit, the one on which the appeal is based, ^^ that 
no specific charge is preferred against Massachusetts Grange 
No. 38, except the general charge of bad conduct," by the 
Master of the State Grange of Massachusetts. 

The Court has failed to find any law of the Order requiring 
the Worthjr Master of a State Grange to prefer specific 
charges against an offending Subordinate Grange. 

In the case before the Court the charge is, that Massachu- 
setts (4range No. 38, for a period covering some four years, 
had, by gross violaiion of the Constitution, Rules and Regu* 
lations of the Order, forfeited all the rights and privileges of 
a Subordinate Gi-aoge. There is no evidence before the 
Court which refutes the charge. On the contrary, the wfaole 
argument of the committee, acting for the Grange is an ex- 
tenuation, rather than a refutation of the same. 

According to Article XVII., Sec. 1, of the By-Laws of the 
Order, in case satisfactory evidence came to the Master of a 
State Grange, that a Subordinate Grange is working in viola- 
tion of the laws and usages of the Order, it shall be the duty 
of the Master to suspend the charter of such offending 
Grange, if in his opinion the good of the Order requbes such 
action. 

This is the law of the Order, and upon this law the Master 
of Massachusetts State Grange based his action. 

It is not within the province of the Court to criticise, ap- 
prove or condemn the summary way in which the Master of 
Massachusetts State Grange dealt with Massachusetts Grange 
No. 38. Nor is it any part of the duty of the Court to de« 
cide, as to what should have been the action of the Master 
of the State Grange, after the Secretary of Massachusetts 
Grange No. 38, had pledged that the Grange would at once 
reform, and in the future come fully up to the letter, as well 
as the spirit of Grange law. The only point for the Court 
to decide is, was the order of the Master of Massachusetts 
State Grange suspending the charter of Massachusetts Grange 
No. 38, a legal order? 

In regard to this, the Court are unanimously of opinion, 
that the Master of the State Grange of Massachusetts, did, 
in suspending the charter of Massachusetts Grange No. 38, 
act according to the law of our Order, and his order of sus- 
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pension is sustained. But, in view of the fact that Massa- 
chusetts Grange No. 38, has given a solemn pledge that for 
the future it would work up to the letter and spirit of the 
laws of the Order, the Court unanimously recommend, that 
the Master of the State Grange do revoke his order of sus- 
pension.

A recital of facts is necessary to a proper appreciation of 
the merits of this case. 

It appears, that on the 9th of June, 1881, at a meeting of 
Scott Grange, held in Scott Township, Steuben county, Ind., 
a verhal motion was submitted to the Grange to surrender 
their charter. Fourteen members were present, a majority 
of whom approved the motion, but postponed its considera- 
tion until the next regular meeting of the Grange, to be held 
on the 23d of the same month. 

At the meeting on the 23d of June, the same verbal motion 
was submitted and carried, eight voting for it, three against 
it, and three not voting, fourteen members being again pres- 
ent, two of whom, however, were not at the meeting held on 
the 9th of June. Pursuant to this action, the Secretary of 
. Scott Grange delivered the charter of said Orange to the 
Secretary of the State Grange of Indiana who forwarded it 
to the National Grange. 

On the 4th of February, 1882, sixteen members of Scott 
Grange, none of whom attended both of the meetings on the 
9th and 23d of June previous, but all of whom were in good 
standing on the 4th of February, 1882, met in the hall of 
Scott Grange, and protesting against the action of the Grange 
on the previous 23d of June, decided to appeal to the Master 
of the National Grange for a restoration of their charter. 
The appeal was made and subsequently granted. 

Thereupon Thos. Tasker, who represented the minority of 
eight members, who had on the 23d day c^f June, 11, voted 
to surrender their charter, app^ed to the Mas*^r of the 
State Grange of Indiana for a ruling as to the status of Scott 
Grange, No. 1504. Worthy Master Jones, of the State 
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Grange of Indiana, decided, that '^ftcott Grange Ko. 1504 is 
a duly organized and legal Grange," Prom this decision 
Thos. Tasker appeals. 

There is no evidence that Scott Grange, No. 1604, was ever 
dormant or seriously delinquent. It does appear, however, 
in evidence, that a majority of the memhers of Scott Grange 
were never advised of this destructive purpose of the minority, 
who on the 23d of June, 1881, attempted to extinguish a well 
organized Subordinate Grange. Purther argument is un- 
necessary. 

The decision of the Covrt is, that the ruling of the Master 
of the State Grange of Indiana is sustained, and Ihe appeal 
is dismissed.

Agriculture, and placing at the head thereof a Secretary of Agrii- 
culture, who shall be a member of the Executive Cabinet 

The report was received and, on motion, the resolution was 
adopted. 

Bro. Rhone, Pa., asked for himself apd Sister Rhone, permis" 
sion to be absent from tbe remainder of the session. 

On motion, the permission was granted. 

The report of the Committee on Good of the Order on the n- 
solution of Bro. Rose, in relation to an edition of the Song Book 
with tbe patent notes, was taken from the oider of unfinished 
business, and on motion of Bro. Luce, the report was laid on t)ie 
table. 

The report of the Committee on Agriculture, on the preamUo 
and resolution offered by Bro, Armstrong, N. Y.> on the subject 
of petitioning Congress to make appropriation for the contini)* 
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anoe of tbe ezpenmeiLtfi in relatioii to making sugar from the 
Sorghum cane, and to place those experiments in charge of 
Prof. Collier, was taken from the order of unfinished business, 
and on motion, tbe resolution was adopted. 

The preamble and resolution is as follows : 

In the past fiye years inyestigations by Dr. Collier have de* 
yeloped the fact that sugar may be made from sorghum in suffi* 
cient amount to supply all domestic needs and it is not improba- 
ble tbat it may also be added to our list of exports. The ques- 
tion is reduced to the single matter of economic production, and 
on this one question farther research seems to be required. The 
public mind looks hopefully to the solution of this problem, that 
^hen successfully solved will have vast importance to agriculture. 
The studies of the whole matter by Dr. Collier had led to confi- 
dent expectation that full success may be economically attained 
m making sorghum the base of a vast su^^ar- producing industry. 
This opinion is shared by scientists most capable to judge accu- ^ 
rately of the work already done by Dr. Collier whose methods 
and results have been carefully examined by a Committee of the 
National Academy of Sciences with the purpose of reaching true 
conclusions, and after such examination the Committee closes 
its extended report as follows : 

^^ And that the sugar-producing industry of the whole country 
both that of the tropical cane in the South, and the sorghum 
over a far wider area will derive yet greater benefits from the 
continued investigations of the chemist (Dr. Collier) of this 
Department, to whose former work we are already so much 
indebted." 

In view of this hopeful condition we deem it essential to the 
welfare of our industries that investigations be pursued by Dr. 
CoUier, therefore we ask that suitable appropriation be made 
from tbe public treasury for the continuance of the work free 
from embarrassing supervision, and we incorporate the request 
in tbe following resolution : 

Res<^ted^ That Congress be respectfully requested to appro- 
priate such sum or sums of money to investigate the capabilities 
of sorghum as may be necessary to conform to the recommenda- 
tions by the Committee of the National Academy of Sciences, 
and that the work be committed 10 Dr. Collier, whose advanced 
studies give him peculiar qualifications to enter upon it with 
reasonable assurance of complete success. 

Bro. Robie, Me., from the Committee on Foreign Relations^ 
made a verbal report, and suggested that the propriety of ap- 
pointing a delegate from this National Grange to visit tne Domi- 
nion Grange at its coming session. 
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On motion of Bro. Lace, Mich., Bro. Robie, Worthy Master 
of the State Orange of Maine, was appointed as the representa- 
tiye of the National Orange for this purpose, and in case he conld 
not attend, permission was given him to appoint a substitute. 

On motion of Sister Draper, the Orange at 7.05, P. M., took a 
recess until 8 P. M.

Recess haying expired, the Orange was called to order by the 
Worthy Master. 

On motion of Bro. Harwell, Tenn., the Tote by which the re- 
port of the Committee on Agriculture on the resolution offered 
by Bro.
